NIEHOFF IS CAUGHT. 


PRESIDENT OF THE WREOKED OHI- 
OAGO BANK UNDER ARREST. 


Captured in Macoupin County, Iil., Near 
Brighton, Whither the Fugitive Had 
Gone—Being Brought Back to This City 
by Officerse-KReceiver Jaeger in Report- 
ing on Niehoff Bank Failure a Year 
Ago Stated That Liabilities Were Over 
$120,000, with Assets About $5,000. 


Conrad L. Niehoff, the head of the Niehoff 
Bank, a private concern at No. 49 La Salle 
street, which made an assignment a year ago, 
is expected to arrive in Chicago this morning. 
According toa dispatch from Alton Sheriff 
Hotz and Deputy Sheriff Wolbracht of Madi- 
son County, Ill., arrested hith yesterday on a 
farm near Brighton, Macoupin County, IIl., 
and started with him for Chicago last night. 
Niehoff is 73 years of age, but it is 
said that in spite of that he has been main- 
taining himself by his own Jabor. Just who 
has been following him up is not known. 
When an examination of the bank’s books 
showed there were only $5,175 assets to offset 
liabilities of $120,136 Niehoff and hig sons, 
Ottoand Frank, who were associatefl with 
him in the management of the bank, immedi- 
ately fled the city. It was supposed they had 
gone to Germany. 

Around the old Niehoff residence, No. 260 
West Twelfth street, Conrad L. ‘Niehoff 
was for a third of a century the most respect- 
ed citizen. He reared his family there—in- 
cluding the boys who are still fugitives. It 
was midnight when a reporter for THe 
Trrpuxz knocked at the door of the old 
homegtead. Soon a female voice inquired in 
a frightened manner: 

**Who’s there, and what do you want?” 

It was the voice of the daughter of old 
Conrad Niehoff. The reporter stated that he 
wanted to learn something of the venerable 
ex-banker. 

cer know nothing about him—nothing at 
all. 

** But have you not heard from him?” 

Family Had Heard Nothing. 

**Not a word,”’ came the answer, and the 
heavy old doors did not subdue the impa- 
tience of the woman’s tones as she an- 
swered., 

“T only came to tell you that your father 
had been found and is now on his way to Chi 
cago.” 

Silence for a few minutes followed and then 
the gaspings of a woman in grief came 
through the doors. Then she said: 

** I~ will—call—my—husband. Mr, Sharp! 
Mr. Sharp!’’ she cried. 

A hurrying of footsteps and then the door- 
way was opened by Mr. Sharp. Mr. Niehoff’s 
son-in-law, who has long held a confidential 
position with a large down-town establish- 
ment. 

“This announcement of Mr. Niehoff’s capt- 
ure has startled my wife,’’ said he, * and I 
d> not know how the news will affect his aged 
wife, who liveshere. She has been prostrated 
ever since her husband went away and heart- 
broken over the absence of her boys. I will 
say candidly that we have not heard from 
him at-any time and had no idea of his where- 
abouts. What you bring are the first tidings 
we have had. 

** But Ido not believe they will be able to 
make out any criminal case against him. His 
friends knew weil that since a fearful fall 
he received five or six years ago he has 
not been at his best mentally. Before 
thé trouble came he had not been able 
to go to his office for several woeks 
until just a few days before the exact condi- 
tion of affairs became known. He was inno- 
cent of any wrongdoing I am certain, and 
allwho know him andethe circumstances 
must fee! for him in his misfortune. The 
boys ran the business while he was confined 
to the house, but I have nothing to criticise 
as to their ability or integrity. I know of 
no one who has been hunting{for Mr. Niehoff, 
and hardly think there will be any 
prosecution of him. Iam heartily sorry to 
be compelled to break the news to his wife, 
who is nearly his own age and very much 
prostrated at all times since the trouble 
came.,’’ 

Hopes There Will Be No Prosecution. 

Adam W. Jaeger, who was the original as- 
signee, said late last night that he was an- 
aware of the arrest of the elder Niehoff and 
hoped the prosecution, if any, would not be 
serious. He said: 

‘*T have known nothing of the whereabouts 
of Niehoff and his two sons and did not know 
any one was looking for them. I resigned 
the assigneeship within three months, 
primarily because I was related to the 
family and further because I could find noth. 
ing in the accounts that would help out the 
creditors.”’ 

Charles C. Knapstein, a tailor living at No. 
41 Johnson street, was appointed assignee to 
succeed Mr. Jaeger. Mr. Knapstein was not 
home at midnight, but his wife thought he 
might be out on business connected with his 
duties as assignee. , 

‘*‘T know nothing about the case myself, 
but I think my husband had an idea that the 
elder Mr. Niehoff -had been found and was 
ubout to be arrested, But I don’t know who 
was hunting for the man, and do not thin 
my husband was.”’ , 


WRECKING OF THE NIEHOFF BANK. 


Receiver Jaeger Found an Embezzlement 
of Over $79,000 Among Other Thines. 
The Niehoff Bank, a private concern at No. 

49 La Salle street, made an assignment a 
year ago. It was at a time when much larger 
concerns were either failing or under sua 
picion and not much attention was paid to 
the Niehoff trouble until Aug, 31, 1893, 
when Adam Jaeger, the assignee, made a re- 
port to Judge Seales, which showed that the 
bank which Conrad L. Niehoff and his two 
sons. Frank and Otto, had been conducting 
was in bad shape. 

The report showed liabilities of $120,136, 
of which $75,204 were commercial deposits 
and $44,931 savings, with total assets of just 
$5,175. Of these assets $1,680 was in cash 
and the remainder in notes and collectable 
debts. : 

The assignee further reported that Conrad 
L. Niehoff and his sons, Frank and Otto, had 
left for parts unknown, and he gave as the 
cause of the failure the fact that Frank and 
Otto had embezzled $79,114 of the funds in 
the care of their father and themselves. Mr. 
Jaeger further reported that the books were 
badly kept, with false and forced footings, 
assets increased and liabilities diminished, 
and shortages covered by being charged up to 
real estate sales. : 

The defrauded creditors, who were mostly 
Germans of moderate means who had in- 
trusted their savings to the Niehoffs through 
personal and religious reasons, the father 
being an old resident of the southwest part of 
the city anc prominent in church circles, at 
once organized an association to protect 
what little interests they had left, and 
also bring the defaulting banker and his 
sons to justice. They did not have much 
money to work with however, it was gener- 
ally supposed that the fugitives had gone to 
Germany, of which country the father isa 
native, and so the matter was gradually for- 
gotten until the arrest was made in the in- 
terior of the State yesterday. _ 

Conrad L. Niehoff was a weli-known man 
in certain circles. He lived for a number of 
years in the.old Seventh Ward, was a lead- 
ing member of the German Cathélic 
Church there, and took quite an 
interest in politics, being considerable of a 
Democratic leader ten yearsago. The only

WOULD-BE TRAIN ROBBERS FOILED. 


Their Plot to Rob a Michigan Train Frus- 
trated by Timely Warning. 

Saginaw, Mich., Aug. 17.—[{Special.]—An 
atte: pt to bold up express train No. 3 to- 
night on the Cincinnati, Saginaw and Macki- 
naw railroad operated by tne Grand Trunk, 
due at Saginaw at 8 o’cloek, was frustrated 
by the prompt action of the officials of the 
road. Shortly before 8 o’clock a message was 
received at the station frorn the conductor on 
No. 3 that there was a plan on foot to hold up 
his train at Verne, a small flag station ten 
miles south of Saginaw, and asking assist- 
ance. A detail of policemen was dispatched on 
a special engine and car which left here at 
8:45. When No. 3 pulled into Burt, a sta- 
tion fourteen miles south, a young man 
named R. C. Beagle came into the station 
with the intelligence that a gang of men had 
planned to hold up the train when it 
arrived at abridge over Flint River, 
near Verne, where dense woods line both 
sides of the track. There were three coach es 
attached te No. 3, all well filled, and the con- 
ductor at once wired Saginaw and held the 
train at Burt. When the special reached Verne 
the policemen and deputies scoured the woods 
in the vicinity of the bridge, but the gang had 
taken the cue by the non-arrival of No. 3 and 
the special coming from the opposite direc- 
tion and cleared out. J. L. Spencer, a farmer 
who lives near Verne Station, saw three 
strangers hanging around che bridge before 
dark. The train arrived here three hours 
late. 


IS SURE OLEVELAND WILL SIGN IT. 


Wade Hampion Talks of the Tariff Bille 
Gov. Tillman Despised. 

Gen. Wade Hampton arrived at the Palmer 
House late last night on his way to California 
to inspect the Pacific railroads. 

‘*T believe President Cleveland will sign 
the Senate bill,” said Mr. Hampton; “ he 
cannot do otherwise, despite his letter to Mr. 
Wilson. The passage of the-bill by the House 
made it a party measure and he cannot afford 
to fly in the face of his party and impede 
the progress of tariff reform, for outside 
of the sugar trust feature the bill 
is a vast improvement over the present law. 
Mr. Cieveland will not let it become a law by 
default. He will send to the Congress one of 
those plain spoken letters, expressing his 
preferences, while he approves of the biil 
with its objectionable features.”’ 

When he reverted to politics in South Caro- 
lina his whole manner changed. He made no 
attempt to conceal his mortification over the 
Populists’ success. ‘‘ Che blackguard who 
fills our Governor's chair,’ he_ said, 
“is aiming for the United States 
Senate. I fear he. wiil defeat Senator 
Butler as I was cefeated by Irby. I do not 
know if South Carolina can be degraded 
more than it now isin the public estimation, 
but if that is possible greater degradation 
will follow the election of Tillman to the Sen- 
ate. Heand his crowd have control of. the 
Democratic organization.”

MRS. GUNLOCK WILL SUE. 


Says Her Husband Died from 


Ill-Treatment at Station. 


STORY ASTOLDBY THE WIFE. 


Cannot Recover Property Taken from 
the Person. 


NOT NOTIFIED OF THE ARREST. 


Mrs. Nettie E. Gunlock, No. 1183 Wash- 
ington boulevard, widow of Philip E. Gun- 


lock, says she will shortly institute a damage — 


suit against the City of Chicago, charging 
that the negligence of police officers was 
directly responsible for the death of her 
husband, which occurred Sunday, July 16 last. 
She will aiso endeavor to tind out what has 
become of two rings worth $250 and a pair 
of gold cuff-buttons which disappeared from 
his person while he was under arrest at Des- 
plaines Street Station. ° 

Mr. Gunlock was arrested at Desplaines and 
Madison streets about 6 o’clock Thursday 
evening, July 5, thrown into aceli at the 
Desplaines Street Station, and left there 
without attention of any kind until 1 
o’clock the next afternoon. When arrested 
he was suffering from partial mental aberra- 


4 tion, physical weakness, and other disérders 


that caused unconsciousness. The result was 
that he remained on the stone floor of the 
cell all night and contracted a heavy cold 


- which, his friends and physicians say, ulti- 


mately caused death, 

When Mr. Gunlock was searched in the 
lockup at the station, house his money an& 
jewelry were taken and placed in the safe. 
The books at the station show there were 
taken from him two pocketbooks, two dia- 
mond rings, one tax book, two diamond 
studs, and $522 in currency and coin. 
Iu one of the pocketbooks, the 
contents of which were not inventoried, were 
two diamond rings.

NO HINT FROM OLEVELAND TOUOH- 
ING THE TARIFF BILL 


The Presumption, However, Is No Veto 
Will Be Forthcoming=—Rumors of a 
Quarrel Between the President and 
Carlisle« Wilson Spoken Of as His Suc- 
cessor in the Treasury~Senstor Harris 
Bluffingly Declares He Will Insist on 
Action on the Popgun Bills, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Special. }— 
No word comes from the prophet of Buzzard’s 
Bay. It continues to be assumed the tariff 
bill is to become a law. The printing of 
official copies by the Treasury Department 
for the use of Collectora of Customs would 
seem to be a strong indication the President 
will not send in a veto. All sorts of rumors 
are floating about in regard to his action. The 
most sensational has been a romantic yarn 
concerning the relations between Secretary 
Carlisle and the President. It is declared, al- 
though not the slightest authority is put for- 
ward for the assertion, that the Secretary's 
action in regard to the Senate tariff bill has 
made him a persona non grata at the White 
House, and that the friction is sufficient to re- 
sult in a transference of the Treasury port- 
folio, The scandal-mongers have it the Presi- 
dent will be exveedingly glad to have Mr. 
Carlisle retire, in which event it is said he 
would reward the disappointed Wilson by 
makiug him Secretary of the Treasury. 

No one can be found who will back up the 
story, but it is given only as a sample of the 
rumors which are afloat. Mr. Carlisie has un- 
questionably been in sympathy throughout 
with the Senate ideas of tariff reform and has 
done all in his power to secure rates of duty 
which would relieve the Treasury from its em- 
barrassments. 

The prospects for an adjournment of Con- 
gress as soon as the tariff question is decided 
one way or the other are particularly bright. 
The House is practically without a quorum 
and the Senate ie nearly in the same condi- 
tion. Thereis talk among the radical free 
traders in the House of refusing to agree to 
any joint resolution fixing a day of adjourn- 
ment until after the Senate shall have acted 
on the little tariff bills. 

Senator Harris declares he will tnsist on ac- 
tion one way or the other at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, and with his usual frankness 
when asked if there was any prospect for ad- 
journment replied: ‘* No, I propose, if possi- 
ble, to keep them here tomorrow, and Sunday 
too, for that matter, and day and night until 
we do something, and then keep them here as 
far into eternity as possibie.”’ : 


CAUCUS OF REPUBLICAN SENATORS. 


Decision Reached to Take No Action 
Anent the Finance Committee Vacancy.

The caucus lasted until 3 o’clock and ad- 
journed without having accomplished a great 
deal. Senator Aldrich brought up the ques- 
tion of Republiean interference with the se- 
lection of a Democrat on the Finance com- 
mittee, when Senator Pettigrew stated there 


wasno need of discussing the question, as 


there were eight Republicans who would not 
agree to ii, as it would result in breaking up 
all party discipline in the Senafe. That mat- 
ter was then dropped. As to taking action on 
the filling of the vaeancy, the general feeling 
was that no party action was necessary. — 

The resolution of Senator Murphy was dis- 
cussed, and it was decided the Republicans 
would support it in a modified form, which 
would not specify the tariff legislation, but 
would state, in view of the fact the session 
was so near the end, that it is impracticable 
to attempt to pass any contested legislation 
during the remainder of the session, and that 
it is the desire of Congress to adjourn ds soon 
as possible, It is probable if a vote can be 
had upon this resolution that it would secure 
enough Democratic votes to pass. 

The Republicans claim any special tariff 
bill to which there is an objection will be de- 
buted until it is defeated by lack of a quorum, 
and that it is useless to make any attempt to 
secure the passage of any of those now before 
the Senate. 

Some of the Republican Senators present 
expressed the opinion, in view of the position 
taken Sy Senator Hill on the appointment to 
fill the Finance committee vacancy, that it 
would be a proper return for the Republican 
Senators to support any resolution that he 
may offer tomorrow in regard to the appoint- 
ment, thinking it probable he might desire to 
substitute the name of some other Senator for 
that of Mr. White. 

When Mr. Hill was apprised of this action 
he said he should not attempt ‘tg substitute 
some one else because he had no personal ob- 
jection to Mr. White. 

Republican Senators express the opinion 
that the Murphy resolution, amended as they 
are willing to accept it, will pass by a major- 
ity of ten or fifteen. Prominent conservative 
Democratic Senators were apprised after the 
caucus adjourned of its action, and it is 
understood ey .acguiesce in the proposed 
modification of the Murphy resolution. 


THEY REFUSE TO HELP THE DEMOCRATS 


Republicans on the Finance Committee 
Take a Firm Stand. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Aug. 17.—The Senate 
Finance committee met at 10 o’clock today 
further to cunsider the free sugar and 
other separate tariff bills referred to 
it yesterday. The Republican members 
said they could nut take the*responsibility of 
reporting these bills and if the Democrats de- 
sired to have thein reported they must do it 
with their majority ; that the Republicans had

here and as the Democrats had but the 
same number the former did not propose 
to have the Democratic four counted as 
five. The committee immediately adjourned, 
and then a meeting of the Democratic jead- 
ers was held in the room of the Committee 
on Appropriations to consider the filling of 
the vacancy on the Finance committee. They 
were not long in deciding upon Senator White 
of California, and Senator Harris was in- 
structed to present his name to the Senate. 
Whi'e there was some opposition in the 
steering committee to the selection of Mr. 
White on the part of members who 
are opposed to the supplemental tar- 
iff bills, a large majority was favorable to his 
selection. The conservative Democrats who 
oppose the selection base their objection 
‘argely upon the time that is taken to make 
it and say it should go over until the choice 
can be made with deliberation and not to 
meet a temporary emergency. The other 
members of the committee insist, however, 
that the emergency is such the vacancy 
must be filled now and that in view of the de- 
mand of the country for the passage of these 
bills and the attitude of the Republican mem- 
bers of the Finance committee it is essential 
that immediate action should be taken.

In this connection a good story is told on 
Herbert L. Terrell of New York, who has 
been here for months look after the sugar 
interests of his friend, Havemeyer. r. 
Terrell was so busy looking after sugar that 
he had no time to devote to the rest of the 
bill, He was therefore astonished to learn 
about the Hoar amendment exempting from 
taxation alcohol used in the arts. Mr. Ter- 
rell is President of the Manhattan Spirit 
company, which deals in wood alcohol. his 
is largely used in the arte and is free of tax. 
Under the Hoar amendments spirits 
used in the arts are exempted from the 
tax and as they cost about half as much as 
wood alcohol, Mr. Terrell’s interest is in 
danger of being wiped out. He was so busy 
rushing through the sugar schedule that he 
forgot his own business and as a result is now 
detained here on a mission to amend the Hoar 
amendment at any cost. . 

The mistake in the diamond schedule by which 
all the sparklers may be included in free 
list is ge | watched by Republican cam- 
paigners, who anticipate some fun in ex- 
patiating to laughing audiences on the benefi- 
cent Democratic policy which looks out for 
tne laboring man, and permits him to have 
his diamonds at the foreign price while rais- 
ing the cost of his sugar.

The air was fall of sensational stories about 
the trust today and the difficulty it was hav- 
ing in raising money, and a drop during the 
day in the stock from 211 to 18% on sales 
aggregating 54,700 shares was regarded 
by the street as a sure sign that some- 
thing was going all wrong. The first 
report which was regarded as authentic was 
tliat Nelson Morris had refused to indorse 
any of the notes which the trust proposed to 
give for cash advances. Then came rumors 
of a serious falling out between Morris and 
President Greenhut of the trust. Mr. Green- 
hut was dowa-town all day, but he, as well as 
the other officials and representatives of the 
trust, keep out of the way of reporters. 

From persons who have business relations 
with the trusts and its officers. it was learned 
late in the day that the present reported 
trouble in the trust company grew out of Nel- 
son Morris’ refusal to indorse the trust’s 
notes. Morris had, it is said, agreed to lend 
his name to the paper, but was prevented 
from doing so by Goodman, Sachs & Co., 
brokers at No. 8 Pine street. It appéars 
that this firm handles the paper of 
Nelson Morris & Co., on which Morris is 
the indorser. This paper finds ready buyers 
here among banks and brokers, but when it 
became known that Nelson Morris intended 
indorsing half a miliion or more of whisky 
trust notes Morris’ brokers, Goodman, 
Sachs & Co., thought the knowledge might be 
detrimental to the value of the paper of Nel- 
son Morris & Co. Accordingly, so the report 
went, Goodman, Sachs & Co, sent for Morris 
as soon as they heard that he had agreed to 
be an indorser on whisky trust paper and told 
him that he must not indorse, and explained 
the reason why. 

President Greenhut also came to town to- 
day and was not at all pleased when he found 
that Morris had heeded the advice ot his bro- 
keis and declined to indorse any trust notes. 
Withovt Morris as one of the indorsers the 
prospect fur raising $5,000,000 or any con- 
siderable part of it was. poor. - But 
President Greenhut remembered that Rus- 
sell Sage had promised to loan _ the 
trust half a million, so he, accompanied by 
Morris and,.it is said, one of the ormsers, 
went up to see Mr. Sage about 3p.m. Just 
what occurred at tho conference with Mr. 
Sage is not known. but it was said after the 
meeting was over that Sage waa ready to lend 
the money, provided Mr, Mérris’ indorsement 
was given for the ‘oan. Morris said he 
couldn’t and wouldn’t do this, and his refusal 
was the cause of an exchange of unpleasant 
words between the two men and of their part- 
ing. in anger.

Nelson Morris kept out of sight also, A mu- 
tual friend of the two men, who was found at 
the West End Hotel, said that it is true that a 
misunderstanding had arisen between Green- 
hut and Morris, but that it was of a trivial 
nature and that the conference in Russeil 
Sage’s office was not sensational. 

Mr. Sage could not be seen at his country 
home at Lawrence, L. L., tonight. Mrs. Sage 
carried the reporter’s request for an interview 
to him and returned with the message that he 
was weary and would not be disturbed. ‘He 
eays,’’ said Mrs. Sage, * that a number of per- 
sons in New York City knowas much about 
the row in his office as he does and that there 
is no reason why he should talk about it;”’ 


MONEY DOES NOT REACH PEORIA. 


Revenue Collections Fail to Amount to 
the Sum Anticipated, 

Peorta, Ill,, Aug. 17.—[Special.]—The 
enormous revenue collections expected today 
failed to materialize for the simple reason 
the whisky trust failed to get the money for 
which President Greenhut has been negotiat- 
ing in New York. There was a big falling off 
in the collections, which amounted to 
$90,137, a decrease of considerably more 
than $100,000. Rumors have been current 
here this afternoon regarding the expected 
loan. Tonight itis heard the arrangements 
have not been completed. Yesterday it was 
announced everything was all right, but there 
were some details to attend to causing a 
postponement in securing the money. As 
soon as it is placed on deposit to the credit 
of the distilling company a telegraphic no- 
tice will be sent here and the com- 
pany will immediately begin business 
through the German - American Na- 
tional Bank of this city. An effort 
was nade to interview Vice-President Beggs 
today, but he was busy and sent word that 
there was absolutely nothing new. The 
$5,000.000 is to be used in this city and 
Pekin. It will require nearly the en- 
tire amount to take the goods 
out of bond here. There are 
fully 60,000 barrels stored in local ware- 
houses, the tax on which wi'l be in the neigh. 
borhood of $4,750,000. There is considera- 
ble stored at Pekin, and it is being taken out 
as rapidly as possibie, All the trust goods 
have been withdrawn in St. Paul, Cincinnati, 
and a goodly portion has been taken out in 
other cities. ittle has been withdrawn at 
either Nebraska City, Peoria, or Pekin. The 
collections for the wéek, or since the rush be- 
gan, amount to $686,200. It is thought 
they will be small again tomorrow, but 
a big rush is anticipated the first few days of 
next week. Samuel Woolner was seen this 
evening and was quite indignant at the 
statement telegraphed from New York 
City that he had indorsed tne trust's 
paper to the extent of $500,000 in 
a loan made from Russell Sage. Mr. 
Woolner wanted it distinctly understood 
he had no dealings with the trust whatever, 
and had not loaned it any money or indorsed 
any paper for it.

=VWWonderful Tenacity of Life Surprises 
the Physicians=Career of the Man 
Who Has Been a Prominent Figure in 
Illinois History—Close Friend and As- 
sociate of Abraham Lincoln=—Nomi- 
mated the Emancipator for President, 
Burton C. Cook, famous as lawyer and 
statesman, and one of the makers of history 
in Illinois, died at his home in Evanston at 
12:25 this morning. Three weeks ago his 
brain became affected, and since then death 
has been certain.’ Monday he became uacon-

with which Mr. Cook held onto life surprising

[Burton C. Cook was born in Pi 
Rochester, N. Y.. May 11, 1819. His early life 
was spenton his fathers farm. His education 
was sbtained in the schools of his native village 
and in the University of Rochester, from which 
he was graduated in 1834. The following year 
he came to Illinois and located in Hennepin, 
where he began the study of law. Later he went 
to Ottawa and after several years’ ex- 
perience in the office of Judge Dickey he 
was admitted to the bar. The late J. A. Glover 
was his partner, the two remaining together in 
business for over twenty-five years. Mr. Cook 
was elected State’s-Attorney for the Ninth Judi- 
cial District in 1846, holding the office four 
years, when he became a member of the State 
Senate. As a member of this body he took the 
initiative in preparing the bill to establish a free 
system of schools in the State to be supported by 
taxation. and it is said that to his advocacy 
more than that of any other man is Lllinois in- 
debted for its public school system. He was also

I» the peace con- 
ference at Washington in 1860 r. Cook 
represented the State of Lllinois. There he 


strenuously opposed the recognition of slavery in 
the Territories and caused his name to be entered 
in the protest to the resolutions adopted. Mr. 
Cook, among other responsible political posi- 
tions, bas been Chairman of the illinois Repub- 
lican State committee. a member of Congress, 
twice a member of the District of Columbia Com- 
mission, Chairman of the Election committee, 
and Chairman of the Committee on Railruads 
and Canals. He was for years a warm personal 
friend of Abraliam Lincoln. This friendship 
began while they were members of the State 
Legislature and lasted through Mr. Lincoln’s 
Presidency up tothe time of hisdeath. In all law 
regarding corporations he was a recognized au- 
thority. In 1859 he became the attorney for the 
Rock Island road, holding the position for five 
years. He was a member of Congress six years 
when he resigned higseat to accept the general 
solicitorship of the Northwestern road in 1871. 
This position he held till 1886, when his health 
failed, and he has since lived in retirement in his 
beautiful Evanston home on the lake shore. Mr. 
Cook was married in 1848 to Miss Elizabeth 
Hart of Oswego, N. Y., who died in 1879, leaving 
one daughter, Mrs. Charles E. Lawrence of this 
city, who died in 1886. With him at his Evans- 
ton home lived Judge and Mrs. Madison Hollis- 
ter, rs.

SANTA FEEMPLOYES MUST BE PAID. 


J udge Cala well Issues a Mandatory Order 
on the Receivers of the Road, 


Toprxa, Kas., Aug. 17.—In the matter of 
complaint of employés of the Santa Fé rail- 
road regarding delay in the payment of wages 
the following order was feceived by Judge J. 
H. Johnson today from United States Judge 
Caldwell: 

e Ordered that the men employed by the re- 
ceivers in the operation of the road and the con- 
duct of its business shall be paid their month! 
wages not later than the 15th of the month fol- 
lowing their accrual. If the earnings of the 
roud are not sufficient to pay the wages of the 
men as herein directed the receivers are hereby 
authorized and required to borrow from time 
to time as _ occasion may require 
sufficient sum of money for that purpose. The 
ayment of the wages of the men shall not be de- 
ayed beyond the time fixe: in this order upon 
any pretense whatever. The obligations of the 
receivers for money borrowed for this purpose 
specified in this order shall constitute a lien on 
the property of the trust prior and superior to 
all liens thereon. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 17.—The Union Pacific 
Federated Beard is arranging to have Receiv- 
er McNeil of the Oregon Short Line before 
the Federal Court for taking steps toward re- 
ducing the wages of the employés. This ac- 
tion was a great surprise to the Chairmen. of 
the various bodies of raflroad employés in 
the West.

TESTIMONY OF FINGER PRINTS. 


Many Minute Peculiarities Shown When 
Seen Under a Lens. 
When a finger or a finger print is closely 
examined under a lens of only moderate 
power itis seen to abound in minute pecu- 
liarities, says All the Year Round. These are 
caused by the branchings of some of the 
ridges, the sudden appearance of new ones, 
the formation of rings, or ovals, like eyelets, 
and the abrupt stoppage of ridges with- 
out any apparent cause. It is in these 
countless little peculiarities even more than 
in the genetal character of the pattern that 
the vaiue of finger prints as proof of ider- 
tity lies. For these appearances, however 
minute, do not change in the smallest par- 
ticular during life. A pattern may be traced 
on the fingers of the babe when borne; it 
will be found the same on those fingers 
when he has grown to manhood, and may 
be imprinted from the fingers of the dead 
without change in the slightest point, though 
a hundred years should intervene between 
birth and death. The pattern grows together 
with the finger. Its proportions vary with 
fatness or leanness. They may be further af- 
fected by wear, gout, or age. But such 
changes appear inithe pattern asa whole— 
never in the form of correlation of its con- 
stituent parts. The pattern may become 
altered in length or breadth by hard wear ofa 
peculiar kind, but the number of ridges that 
concur in forming the pattern, their ein- 
branchments, their archings, looks, and other 
minute characteristics, are not subject to 
change. They dre indestructible as the finger.

BrrMincHam, Ala., Aug. 17.—From the 
State headquarters of the Kolbites, in this 
city, thousands of copies of a printed set of 
resolutions intended to be passed at the 
county mass-meetings of that faction, 
called for the 23d, have been sent broadcast 
over the State. If they are passed and carried 
out by the Koibites trouble may be looked 
for. The resolutions begin by declaring that 
Gov. Jones was fraudulently counted in in 
1892, and that a still greater fraud was com. 


They conclude as foliows: 

That we will no longer submit to such fraudu- 
lent and corrupt methods. nor will we recognize 
and sustain a government brought into power 
through such improper agencies. and we here 
and now declare our purpose and intention to 
havetand maintain our rights under the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, to carry out this 
solemn declaration of purpose on our own part 
we hereby organize ourselves into an honest elec- 
tion league for the purpose of maintaining the 
law and conserving the rights of 
} American citizens as guaranteed under our form 
of vernment, and every one of us hereby 
pledges himself as a law-abiding citizen to act 
with and sustain every other good citizen in

That part of the resolution which says that 
they will not recognize and sustain the State 
Government is regarded as revolutionary, and 
on this point trouble is expected if the resolu- 
tions go through.

OWENS ENTERS A FLAT DENIAL, 


Says the Debt to Jack Chinn Aas Nothing 
to Do with Gambling. , 

Lextneton, Ky., Aug. 17.—([Special.)]— 
Breckinridge’s opponent, W. C. Owens, is 
here tonight, and he denies emphatically that 
the $200 he owes Co!. Jack’ Chinn is for a 
gambling debt made in Crawford’s Chicago 
gam bling-house or any other such house. He 
thinks the filing of the suit a scheme of the 
Breckinridge men to injure his candidacy. 

Saratoga, N. Y., Aug. 17.—[Special.]— 
Jack Chinn, who has been at the Springs for 
three weeks, boiled with rage today when he 
read the story from Kentucky thal Owens, 
Breckinridge’s chief opponent, was_ his ‘part- 
ner in a Chicago gambling-house. He de- 
clared it a “lie of the foulest character.” 
Owens and he have been close friends for 
years, but Owens was never directly or 
indirectly interested with him in any gamb- 
ling enterprise. The story was started, he 
intimated, by the Breckinridge iaction for no 
other purpose than to hurt Owens in the 
campaign, but Chinn swears that he will go 
down to Kentucky and make Breckinridge’s 
election cost him some money. even if he 
gets it. The $200 paid to Mrs. Crawford 
was merely for money which Mr. Owens 
borrowed from her husband at the Latonia 
races in 1802. 


LANE WILL HURRY HOME TO WORK. 


With a Four-Cornered Contest to Meet the 
Congressman Eager for the Field. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Special.}]— 
‘*Now that it has been determined that we 
shall have a four-cornered contest in my dis- 
trict,’ said Representative Lane of Illinois, 
‘‘Congress cannot adjourn too soon for me 
to get out in political harness.

THE WAR AND THE MISSIONS. 


Where They Are Located and the Possible 
Danger to Them. 
Independent: Every one interested in 
mission work in Eastern Asia will watch with 
concern the war which has just broken out: 
anxious lest personal friends be in danger azié 
mission enterprises be seriously ham, qd. 
The fact that all three countries involved are 
mission fields and that the promipént cities of 
all are'occupied with a greater@r less force of 
missionaries make it necessary to look at 
the situation fairly and orndidly. 


In Corea resbyterian Board occupies 
ul, Fusan, and Gensan on the east coast, 
and Pyeng-Yaug in the interior. Of these, 
Fusan wensan are the only places liable 


to. injury~from the Japanese fleew. But the 
work in both places is comparatively recent 
ang-ot so well established as at Seoul. The 
Méthodist Board has little established work 
routside of Seoul, and has withdrawn all its 
missionaries from the interior stations to that 
city. Aside from these there are some Aus- 
tralian missionaries, Presbyterians, working 
in connection with the Presbyterian Board. 

The Society for the Propagation of the Gos. 
pel, Church of England, has some missiona- 
ries at 1 and Chemulpo. In Seoul the 
missionaries are practically safe. being under 
the vare of the United States Legation and 
the protection of the United States soldiers 
from the ship of war at Chemulpo, the port 
of Seoul. So far as Corea 1s concerned, there- 
fore, there be no great anxiety. | 

In Japan the principal port that may f 
attack from the Chinese fleet is Nagasaki, 
occupied by the Reformed ewe I Churelt 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and th 
Chureh Missionary Society of England. 
is probable, however, according to the la 
reports, that the foreign fleets will pro 
this city, and thus the missionaries there 
fear no attack. 
Yokohama and Tokio, where almost all of 
missionary boards are represented. 
are a number of other places along the coast 
occupied by the societies, but in most cases 
they are protected, and there is very little 
need of fear of any harm to come to them, 
especially in view of the repeated victories of 
the Japanese fleet over the Chinese. 

Attention will be especially attracted 
China, for there, aside from the danger of i 
jury from the Japanese fleets, there is the still 
greater danger of injury from the hostility of 
the people. The action of the foreign govern- 
ments in enforcing the neutrality of the ports 
of. Amoy, Canton. Ningpo, Chinkiang, 
Fuchau, Shanghai, Hanktow, and Tien Tain, 
all of which are mission stations, relieves the 
situation very much, as there are very few 
other cities along the coast that 
froman attack, almost the only one of im- 
portance being Chefu, where the byterian 
Church and the China Inland Mission have a 
large force of laborers and considerable 
property. 

The greatest danger, however, to the mis- 
sienaries, as we have said, is not from the 
Japanese fleets, but from the hostility of the 
Chinese to all foreigners, without drawing 
distinction between Europeans and Ameri- 
cans on the pe hand and the hated Japanese. 
This is lly to be feared in the Yang-tse 
Valley, w ‘there are a large number of 
mission stations, among them Wuhu, Nanking

FRIENDS IN THE DARK 


LIOENSE HELD BAOK FOR THE RUD- 
DY-MAOKIN MARRIAGE. 


At the Request of Father Scanlan, Who 
Acts for the Contracting Parties, the

This Was Done, It Is Said, to Keep 
Certain Persons from Knowing of the

One of the features of the wedding is the 
fact that the marriage license was suppressed. 
Tuesday of last week Father Scanian made 
application and secured a marriage license 
for Mr. Ruddy and Mrs. Mackin. widow of 
the late Thomas Mackin, but no publication 
was ever made of it. There were 
no cards, no guests, and with the 
exception of three or four confidants none of 
their many friends knew they had any inten- 
tion of becoming joined in wedlock. 

At the County Clerk's office, it is claimed, 
Father Scanlan requested the suppression and 
that fer that reason only it wasdone. His 
reasons, as stated, were that it was the wish of 
the contracting parties. They, it seems, were 
afraid certain parties might try to interfere 
with their plans and cause them trouble. 

In procuring the license Father Scanlan 
conducted the negotiations with S. W. Rider- 
berg, Chief Deputy County Clerk, and upon 
his instructions, which included an order to 
give it a half number, Clerk Salmonson, who 
has charge of the’ license department, 
issued the document. Mr. iderberg 
says the only question he asked the priest was 
as to whether the parties were of age.

‘TWO DAYS OF PLEASURE FORSOHWA- 


BENS AT OGDEN’S GROVE. 


The Seventeenth Annual Connstatter Volks- 
feat of the Sons and Daughters of Wur- 
temburge Begins Tomorrow, and Elab- 
orate Preparations Have Been Made 
for the EventeThere Will Be a Drama 
and Songs and Good Things to Eat and 
Drink, Besides Games and Dancing. 

When the Schwabens, as those of Chicago’s 
German population who hail from the Duchy 
of Wurtemburg are called, agree on plans 
for pleasure, they never do anything by halves. 
They have just completed their arrangements 
for their seventeenth annual Conunstatter 
Volksfest, which will begin early tomorrow 
morning and end only when the stars stop 
blinking Monday night, or rather Tuesday 
morning. 

Ordinarily this affair might be called the 
Sewaben-Verein picnic, only the volksfest dces 
not resemble a picnic. The picnic of today is 
an affair in which participants carry huge bas- 
kets of luncheon on crowded trains, which are 
always behind time, to some grove, cat their 


Pluncheon, drink some beer, throw balls at 


wooden dolls, and then pack into an over- 
crowded train and ride home again, under the 
impression that they hada jolly time. But 
it’s all different at a Schwaben volksfest, 
which always forms two red-letter days in the 
annals of outdoor sports. 

“No Schwab can have fun enoughin one 
day,’’ said Carl Haerting. There is no hurry, 
but a large amount of reasonabie and digni- 
tied fun tor the Schwabens, their wives, and 
their children and sweethearts of course 
whenever they assemble for pleasure under 
the skies. 

Ogden’s Grove, where this year’s fest will 
begin tomorrow morning, has been greatly 
beautified for the occasion, the program for 
which will consist of the drama and song, 
athletic sports, and the games of the land 
wherein Stuttgart’s bells chime out so sweet- 
ly. There will be strong men and pretty 
women in native costume participating in 
these scenes. A regular dramatic organiza- 
tion will present a native play, while music 
will be provided by the Schwaben Sanger- 
bund and Weege’s military and string band. 


Elaborate Scenery Provided, 


For the production of the play which is en 
titled *‘A Trip of the Singers of Schwaben- 
land,’” a large stage has been erected, with 
panoramic scenery, bearing lifelike scenes 
from Wurtemberg and of the Cities of Conn- 
statt, Stuttgart, Tubingen, Urach, and Uim, 
with other views of Hohenweil Castle, Waid- 
burg, and Heilbron. The panorama is by 
Louis Kindt. Starting from the ancient 
castle of Stuttgart ‘the singers reach 
Tubingen, where they fall imto many 
adventures with the wild students of the 
famed universities there. The s.ngers next 
appear in the market place of Urach, where 
there still stands a monster wooden wild boar 
—a monument to the prowess of a celebrated 
Duke of Wurtemburg, who is said to have 
slain the monster single-handed after a ter- 
rible conflict in the forest. Ulm, the teown of 
the world known legend of the cowherd and 
the flying tailor, is the next place in which the 
singers hold forth on their tour. Thereit was 
that once lived **‘ Farmer George,”’ Baron of 
all that country. There also stands the old 
mill which furnished the theme for 
the beautiful song—‘‘ The Waterfall.’’ 
**Kathrina of Heilbronn’’ appears on the 
stage in the beautiful Heilbrona, whence, 
after grand ceremonies at the birthplace of 
the immortal Schiller, the singers return to 
Connstatt full of adventure and wearied of 
frolic. 

The Schwaben Verein were the leaders of 
the neovement through which the grand statue 
of the poet was erected in Lincoln Park and 
one incident of the play will be a touching 
scene. in which Schiller will appear to ex- 
press his thanks for the kind perpetuation of 
his memory by his countrymen ina city so far 
away in which so many of them are thriving. 

Play Will Be Given Twice. 


The play will be given first Sunday after- 
noon and repeated Monday. After the play 
Sunday will come what the Schwabens will 
enjoy more than anything else. Right in the 
presence of all a royal seal will be broken and 
inembers of the committee will tap in pres- 
ence of the impatient Schwabens five large 
casks of the celebrated Neckar Riesling,a wine 
imported direct from the royal cellars of 
King Wilhelm’s castle at Stuttgart. There 
will be enough of it to go round 
the two days of the picnic, and besides there 
will be native beers and other wines, to say 
nothing of the viands and cheeses and delica- 
cies of ‘Wurtemburg as produced by the na- 
tive women, to be eagerly devoured by them- 
selves and their husbands and brothers. 

During two days will such festivities go on, 
relieved by the games that are carried on at 
ordinary picnics, as well as shooting, dancing, 
and fireworks exch night. The action will be 
continuous. One of the _ great  feat- 
ures of the fest will be a_i tower 
of fruit forty feet in height formed 
of the choicest products. On this the chil- 
dren will be allowed only to feast their eyes 
the first day, but towards the close of the fest 
the tempting fruits will be bountifully dis- 
tributed among them. The dancing platform. 
has been enlarged and Schwaben music, with 
waltzes prevailing, will be played. The usual 
number of contests will be held with rich 
prizes for the winners. 

Ogden’s grove has been decorated extrava- 
gantly and the night scene will rival anythi 
sinee the Midway went into darkness an 
dissolution.

The Japanese have made 
no attempt to attack Che-Foo, but the vessels 
of the fleet are cruising off that port. 
Vicronia, B. C., Aug. 17.—Dhe~ steamer 
Pmpress of Japan, which left Yokohama 
Aug. 5, has arrived here. It brings news of 
the capture by the Japanese of Li Hung 
Chang’s old and favorite dispatch, boat Bang 
Yang and the sinking of a first-class Japanese 
cruiser by the Chinese man-of-war Chen Yuen, 
commanded by Admiral Liu Paitzeng. The 
Japanese papers do not give the name of the 
cruiser that was sunk and_refer to the sinking 
only casually in obscure ‘Gorners of ‘the 


rs. 
The King of Corea July 27 ordered the re- 
lease of five important state prisoners who 
were connected with the Corean rebellion of 
1884. 

It is reported the Government of Corea has 
formally notitied Japan of its intention to 
sever all connection with China. 

The Japanese preparations for the bom- 
bardment of the Woo Sung (China) forts are 
mpidiy nearing completion. 

Advices from Shanghai report that the Chi- 
nese Viceroy. Li Hung Chang, is making 
jarge and important additions to the defenses 
of Shan Kai Kaung, where the great wall of 
China meets the sea, in order to make the 
railway secure against attack by the Japa- 


nese. 

The Chinese Pei Yang fleet has been di- 
vided-into two squadrons. One of them is 
cruising in the Gulf of Pe’ Chi Li and the 
other is engaged in escorting transports to 
Corea. ‘There is also said to be a third di- 
vison, which is believed to be at Talienwen, 
ready to escort a second army of 20,000 men 

Gen. Sung to Corea. The Foo Choo 
fleet, while ostensibly making a demonstra- 
tion against the Loo Choo Islands, will 
cruise between the Islands of Formosa and 
the mainland.

* EAGERTO LEND MONEY TO CHINA. 


London and Berlin Bankers Have Plenty 
| of Cash=Silver Advances. 
Lonpon, Aug. 17.—Inquiries show that the 

loan which the great banking institutions of 

Berlin are said to be floating for China 

amounts to 10,000,000 teals, and not to 

£10,000,000 as previously announced. A 

teal is estimated to be worth about one ounce 

A month ago China 

inquired for the rates at which such a loan, to 

bé made in silver, could be effected.

ble and irresponsible parties anxious to have 
asharein the Chinese loan. Asa result it is 
probable over £100;000,000' was offered to 

China and China was not inclitied to pay over 

4 per cent for itsloan. There is no doubt a 

£1,500,000 gold loan will be issued here 

The loan will probably 

consist of 4 per cent thirty-year bonds, and at 
least two-thirds of this loan witl be payable to 
China in silver. For this loan there is 
no special security like the customs 
receipts but only general faith in China. It 

‘is not believed Berlin will have any controll- 

ing hand in the issue of the new loan, al- 
though probably Berlin will be allowed to 
take a portion of the loan on “ ground floor ”’ 
terms. The negotiations for the loan have al- 
ready affected the price of silver, and there is 
no question that silver will go higher, some 
financiers predicting it will go as higt as 32 
pence per ounce. 

Berwin, Aug. 17.—The Post says the syndi- 
cate of Berlin bankers which met at the Dis- 
conto-Geselischaft yesterday received a cable 
message from Shanghai accepting the syndi- 
cate’s tertns for a £1,000,000 loan.

DEATH FROM CHOLERA AT LONDON. 


Petson Afflicted with the Asiatic Scourge 
Dies at Battersea. 

Loypon, Aug. 17.—A death from cholera 
has-occurred at Battersea, a portion of this 
city on the Surrey side of the Thames. 

AmMsTERDAM, Aug. 17.—Three fresh cases of 
cholera and one death from the disease have 
been reported here. At Rotterdam one fresh 


j case of cholera is announced, and oné ease is 


reported from Purmerend. At Maestrict 
there has been one death from cholera and one 
death from the.same disease is reported from 
Wormerveer. 

St. Perererssurc, Aug. 17.—Cholera has 
broken out Riga. Ten cases of sickness from 
that disease are reported by the authorities 
there. 

Vienna, Aug. 17.—During Wednesday and 
Thursday there were 253 new casés of cholera 
and 161 deaths in Galicia, and 54 new cases 
and 28 deaths in Bukowina. 

WasHineton, D. C., Aug. 17.—A dispatch 
received at the Marine Hospital Bureau from 
Consul Downes announces that there have 
been twenty-nine cases of cholera and nine 
deaths at Amsterdam in the last two wecks. 


TAKING FLOUR TO BELLIGERENTS. 


City of Peking Sails for China and Japan 
with Provisions Aboard. 

San Francisco, Aug. 17.—The City of 
Peking, which sailed for Japan and China, 
took away a large cargo of freight, among 
which was considerable flour. For China 
there were 16.038 barrels of flour, 4,497 
pounds of ginseng, 65 cases of canned fruit, 
178 cases of canned meats, 11,250 pounds of 
pearl barley, 74 packages of provisions, and 
69 packages of groceries. For Japan there 
were 1,412 barrele of flour, 152 rolls of 
leather, 55,1775 pounds of cow pressed cotton, 
500 barrels of corn beef, and 474 cases of 
canned meats, In the steerage were two 
young Japenese who were going home to be- 
come petty officers in the Japanese navy.

HEAVY DEMAND FOR STAPLES STIRS 
UP NEW YORK WHOLESALERS. 


Importers Are Paying Into the Withdrawal 
Division $300,000 a Day=—Goods Taken 
Out in Spite of Tariff Benefits Later= 
Ex-President Harrison Will Sail Into 

* Democratic Legislation During the 

Autumn Campaign=Emma Goldman’s 
Inflammatory Letter, 

New York, Aug. 17.—[Special.]—At the 
regular dry goods auction sales today there 
wasa sale of 78,000 yards of low grade 
cassimeres. The market held firm through- 
out, and fair prices were obtained. This sale 
8 the largest of its kind on record, and was 
hailed with delight by the trade as an indica- 
tion of the improved condition of business. 
A month ago such an amount put out would 
have demoralized the market. Withdrawals 
of woolens and dress gbods were heavier at 
the custom-house today than for more than a 
year past. The bonaed warehouses are being 
rapidly emptied of this class of goods. A 
strange fact is the withdrawal of all kinds of 
staple imports, despite the prospective reduc- 
tion of tariff. Merchants reported they were 
compelled to fill orders and were unable to 
wait for the bill to become a law. | The fact 
of settlement was enough to start business 
going again. | 

Receipts from duties in the withdrawal di- 
vision are as heavy as during the brisk busi- 
ness years,amounting to over $300,000 a 
day, of which an average of not more than 
$40,000 is from whisky. The immediate en- 
try division is not doing more than $100,000 
of business daily. Usually it exceeds the 
withdrawal. Few of the goods in bond were 
brought over in direct anticipation of the re- 
duction of tariff duties. eputy Collector 
King said the vast accumulation was mainly 
the result of stagnant business. Merchants 
having no call for the goods were compelied 
to leave them in bond. The present advance 
rush shows how quick the country is to revive. 
‘Lhe withdrawais of manufactured woolens 
exceed at present all other kinds of goods 
combined. 

Deputy Collector Couch took to Washing- 
ton a dozen knotty questions for Secretary 
Carlisle to answer, Among them is one of 
champagne. There is no change in the duty 
of $8 a dozen quarts, but the bill makes no 
reference to the bottles, which the McKinley 
law taxed 3.cents each. There are many 
points similar to this, and it will be some 
time before the custom-house can get the 
machinery in smooth working order. 

In genera! business circles the matter of de- 
tails of the tariff is lost amid the great satis- 
faction that affairs are settled. Banker Henry 
Clews said today: 

“After the bitter and costly experience 
growing out of the efforts to change the 
tariff law, how that it has been accomplished 


gat such a tremendous strain upon the people

HARRISON WILL SAIL INTO DEMOCRACY. 


Ex-President Says He Has Decided Views 
to Express This Fall. 

New York, Aug. 17.—fSpecial. ]—Ex-Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison simply smiled today 
at Monmouth Beach, N. J., whéen—he was 
shown a paragraph from a newspaper-de- 
scribing him as *‘in the autumn of his life,” 
sitting surrounded by his books and his 
grandchildren in a summer cottage, serenely 
indifferent to all that is taking piace in the 
political world. “I never feit in better 
health in my life,” he saifi, ‘* than I do to- 
day. I have lost a little flesh—some five 
ponnds or more, I think—=since I left Washing- 
ton, but that is principally because I have been 
able to take more exercise lately than I have 
for many years. So far as reading the news- 
papers is concernéd and keeping close watch 
of the trend .of contemporaneous politics I 
never was more interested in them than I am 
just now.” 7 

But, though Gen. Harrison had no _ hesita- 
tion in saying he kept thoroughly posted about 
what is going on and had some decided opin- 
ions as to the news from Washington during 
the last two weeks, it was absolutely impos- 
sible to induce him to express these opinions 
for publication. When asked for a reason he 
simply said he did not want to, and he con- 
sidered that reason sufficient. 

‘*T shall make two and possibly three 
epeeches,”’ he said, ‘during the coming,cam- 
paign. -I shall make five in my own State 
and near to my own home. All I have to say 
about the tariff and every other topic that you 
want me talk about will be said then. I have 
had numerous invitations to make politicai 
speeches in different parts of the country, but 
have resolved to limit myself to the field J 
have mentioned.”’ a 

It had been Gen. Harrison’s intentions, so 
he said, to spend Atgust in the Adirondacks, 
He has not been there since he brought Mrs. 
Harrison back from the wilderness at Loon 
Lake. Buta desire to bein close touch with 
his daughter, Mrs. McKee, and his grandchil- 
dren, induced him to change his plans. 

Mr. McKee’s business in this city would not 
permit him to make frequent visits to the 
Adirondacks or even to Gen. Harrison’s cot- 
tage at Cape May. It was decided finally to 
lease the Sheldon cottage at Monmouth 
Beach. The owner of the Sheldon cottage is 
a prominent Wall street man, too, Doubtless 
a good deal.of the undercurnt about the 
financial situation reaches Gen. Harrison’s 
éars, as he gossip: with his Wall street ac- 
quaintances every evening on the ample pi- 
azzas of Sheldon cottage. 

** When we leave this cottage,”’ said the ex- 
President today, *‘ I think we shall accept an 
invitation from Mr. Elkins to spend a week 
or two at his home in West Virginia. He 
wants us to go very much, and I should like 
to go. When that visit is over it will 
be time for me to go back to In 
dianapolis. Now, do _ not create the 
impression that because I do not care to talk 
for publication I have nothing to say. I have 
a great deal tosay, but I want to say it in my 
own way and in my cwn time.

CAMPANIA LOWERS THE OCEAN RECORD. 


Three Hours and Ten Minutes Clipped Of 
the Lucania’s Best Time. 

New York. Aug. 17.—The Cunard line 
steamer Campania, which arrived this even- 
ing from Liverpool and Queenstown, left 
Daunt’s Rock at 12:45 p. m., Aug. 12, and 
arrived at the Sandy Hook lightship at 5:45 
this evening. Its time of passage was five 
days nine hours and twenty-nine minutes, 
which beats ail previous records by about 
three hours and ten minutes. The Campania 
just previously to sailing had been in dry dock 
and was in prime condition for making 
a fast run. Moderate westerly winds were 
experienced up to Aug. 14, when the wind 
veered to the eastward and there was a fresh 
breeze. On crossing the banks Aug. 16 
much fog was encountered and it was neces- 
sary to run thé engines at reduced epeed for 
two hours. The wind at this time veered to 
the northward und continued to port. Aug. 
17 the steamer made the remarkably good 
run of 545 knots. The Campania’s daily 
runs were: 516, 528, 543, 52h, 545, and 
126. The Campania’s best previous record 
was mnade in October last and was 5 days 13 
hours and 23 minutes. The Lucania, the sis- 
ter ship of the Campania, had held the best 
western record between Queenstown and New 
York since Nov. 8 last—viz.: 
hours and 47 minutes.

TWEED’S FRIEND DENIES THE CHARGE. 


Old Thomas Burke Pleads Not Guilty of 
Killing Bergman. 

New York, Aug. 17.—[Special-}—Hoary- 
headed Thomas Burke, who is accused of 
murdering his son-in-law, Frederick Berg- 
man, yesterday morning by means of a spring- 
gun set in Burke’s queer old shanty away at 
the far end of South Beach, Staten Island, 
was arraigned before Justice Vaughn at Rose- 
bank this afternoon and pleaded not guilty. 
‘“*T have not murdered any one,’’ said he. 
‘* Thegun was set toshoot maurauders.’’ This 
same old Tom Burke at one time counted 
Boss Tweed among his friends and wasan im- 
portant fuctor in Tweed’s escape. It was in 
the same little shanty in which yesterday’s 
murder was committed that Tweed lay hidden 
for days prior to his escape by boat to Cuba, 
and from Cuba to Spain, where he was finally 
captured. Burke got the papers 
and knew all about the big reward for 
the boodler. But treachery is one of the things 
which does not enter into his composition. 
He could have pocketed $10,000 any day by 
turning over his wretched guest to the author- 
ities, but such a thing never entered his mind. 
When the former Tammany chieftain left 
Burke, he said: ‘I will not forget what you 
have dore for me. This thing will blow over. 
You will not regret this.”” Then he bundled 
into the boat, and that was the last old Tom 
Buike ever saw of Boss Tweed or heard of his 
giimmering promises.

NO AIR IS ON MARS. 


PROF. HOLDEN'S OONOLUSION FROM 
HIS REGENT RESEAROHES 


Director ef Lick Observatory Fails to 
Discover Any Atmosphere by the Spec- 
troscope Testse<If Any Exists, He De- 
clares, It Is in the Most Rarified Form 


Prof. Colbert Says the Results of 


Many Investigations Must Be Revised 
if the Western Astronomer Be Correct, 


San Josz, Cal., Aug, 17.—[Special. ]—The 
man in Mars, like the man in the moon, has 
gone, 
of which have been cast upon his abiding 
place, proved too strong for him, and suc- 
cumbing to the inevitable he has dissolved 
and passed away. His sad fate will be 
mourned by some and doubted by many, but 
nevertheless the fact remains, and those who 
dispute it must be prepared with better argu- 
ments than their eyes, for the men at the 
great Lick Observatory, who read the secrets 
of the distant heavens, have spoken. Exten- 
8ive observations have been made recently at 
the observatory and the result has been the 
discovery that Mars has no atmosphere, and 
consequently life upon the planet is impossi- 
bie. Director E, S. Holden today made the 
following statement upon the subject : 

‘“* A spectroscopic study of the planet Mars 
has just been completed by Prof. Campbell 
at the Lick Observatory. His results are of 
the first importance. In brief they are that 
there is no more spectrescopic -evidence in 
favor of an atmosphere to the planet Mars 
than there is in favor of an atmosphere to the 
moon. If Mars has any atmosphere at all it 
is certainly not one-quarter as extensive as 
ourown. The details of-his work will be 
printed in the forthcoming number of the 
publication of the Astronomical Society of the 
Pacific. 

‘* The tigures show that the density of the 
atmosphere at the surface of Mars cannot be 
as great as that at the summits of our 
highest mountains. Inall probability it is 
vastly less. Such a low pressure must be dis- 
couraging, to say the least, to the beings like 
ourselves who, we are told, inhabit Mars and 
ardently desire to communicate with their 


brothers on the earth. Such fancies are at | 


once overthrown by the solid result of ob- 
servations like the present one, and the way 
is cleared for further discoveries, which will 
rest on a real and not on a fantastic basis.”’ 


ABSENCE OF AIR NOT PROVED. 


Prof, Colbert Says It May Exist Even if It 
Can't Be Recoguized. 

Regarding the opinion attributed to Prof. 
Holden in the dispatches Prof. Elias Colbert 
said yesterday : 

** The statement made by Prof. Holden is 
more moderate agd mure likely to be true 
than the inference to: be drawn from the 
statement made by Prof. Campbell. The 
planet may present no evidence of having an 
atmosphere and yet may have one too rare to 
be recognized by such tests as we can 
apply at the bottom of the ocean of air sur- 
rounding the earth. Perhaps this possibility 
may be made more easily understood by 
illustration. It was confidently stated years 
ago, and for several years, that our moon had 
no atmosphere, but astronomers have been 
for some time past inclined to think that bold 
statement may have to be modified. The 
case now stands thus: A column of air, the 
base of which is on the earth’s surface, bal- 
ances a column of mercury of about thirty 
inches. We are justified in saying that the 
moon has not an atmosphere capable 
of balancing a column of mercury 
more than 1-30th of an inch in height 
if the barometric test could be applied there 
as with us. We know this from the fact 
that the phenomenon of twilight on the earth 
and the lifting of the sun and moon when 
near the horizon by refraction are due to the 
passage of the rays of lignt through our at- 
mosphere. A ray of light passing from a 
star close by the edge of the moon to us is 
bent so little, if at all, that it is difficult to say 
whether there is any such bending, while it is 
pretty certain that if there were on every 
square inch of the moon’s surface one nine- 
hundredth part of as much air as there is on 
the same area of the earth’s, such bend- 
ing of the light ray in pass- 
ing. through the lunar atmosphere could 
not only be detected but approximately meas- 
ured. urthermore, depressed spots observed 
on the moon have been thought by not a tew 
to indicate that there is a thin stratum of air 
present, and on at. Jeast one spot—that is, the 
floor of the walled plain known as Plato—has 
been claimed tu exhibit. changes of hue such 
as could only be uccounted tor by reference 
to vegetation there going through its cycle of 
changes in the period of a lunar month. But 
we cannot understand how vegetation could 
be possible in the complete absence.of an at- 
mosphere or without water, and it is well 
known that water could not _ ex- 
ist either in the solid or iquid 
form if ‘atmospheric pressure were removed, 
In such a case not only the liquid water but 
the solid ice would vaporize and form an 
atmosphere of itself. 

‘* Astronomers have long been satisfied from 
observations' of Mars that an atmosphere 
much less dense than ours exists there, The 
estimates of its density have been various, but 
their average would place it at about half 
the density of our atmosphere. That Mars 
has an atmosphere has been confidently in- 
ferred from the existence of a monster white 
cap round the south pole of that planet, which 
everybody who has written or talked about 
the subject has concluded to be a 
mass of ice or -snow corresponding 
to that which we have every reason 
to believe covers our southern pole. 
Furthermore, several observers have noted 
what they believed to be the passage of clouds 
from one part of that planet to another, and a 
couple of years ago one astronomer ee 
he witnessed a genuine snow-storm, which 
must of course involve the presence of an at- 
mosphere. In addition to that, the canals on 
Mars, the gemination of which has recently 
been satisfactorily determined, is evidenc2 of 
the presence of water over and .abdve_ 
supposed to be given previously by the differ- 
ences of color observed on its surface, the red 
places having been rather confidently called 
land and the greenish ones oceans. All the 
above stated notions will have to, be radically 
revised or abandoned altogether if the obser- 
vations now announced be substantiated.”’ '

committed suicide today by shooting himself 
through the head. The Examiner had just re- 
turned from dinner, and, after talking 4a moment 
with J. F. Levan. President of the bank, in the 
private office, walked into the counting-room. 
A minute later he fired theshot. He had just 
completed the examination of the bank and sub- 
mitted the result to Washington. .

RALPH WILKES WINS A GREAT RACE 


After a Two-VYears’ Rest Red Wilkes’ Good 
Son Shows His Old Quality. 

Rocuester, N. Y., Aug. 17.—[Special.]— 
The feature of today was the appearance of 
Ralph Wilkes in the 2:17 trot. This young 
stallion, now 5 years old, was purchased by 
John E. and Bayard Thayer of Boston in 
1892 for some $30,000, At that time Ralph 
Wilkes had a record of 2:18 made in his 2- 
year-old form to high-wheel sulky, and the 
promising young trotter has been in the stud 
ever.since. After his breeding engagements 
were over this season he was sent to Spring- 
field and prepared for the campaign 
which began so brilliantly this after- 
noon. James Golden, the ‘veteran trainer 
of Mystic Park, has had Ralph Wilkes 
in charge, but was by no means confident of 
his success in his first race. For all that he 
sold favorite in the first pool and it was $100 
to $80 on him in the early betting. When a 
field of eleven scored up, with Ralph Wilkes 
in the rear rank, his price went down a little 
before the first heat. He won a good race 
gallantly in straight heats. 

The official time of the first heat—2:124¢— 
does not show what Ralph Wilkes actually 
did, as, away badly, he was timed from wire 
to wire in 2:10%, the last half in 1:05. It 
was a splendid heat, establishing beyond 
question the stallion’s right to be classed with 
Directum, Arion, and Kremlin. 

Of the free-for-all pacers Hal Braden was 
counted the best at 25 to 8 and the lusty bay 
horse-made quick work of it. After Mascot 
had led to the homestretch in the first heat, 
going to the half in 1:02'4, Hal Braden fair- 
ly smothered the old champion, carried him 
to a tired break, and jogged home in 2:07}¢. 
Will Kerr was in trouble from the outset with 
broken hipples and was far behind the flag. 
In the second heat Guy cut loose and kept 
within hail of Hal Braden, but the latter 
played with him in 2:08%. Mascot was the 
tip for second place in the third heat, but 
dropped back again pretty well used up as 
Guy chased Hal Braden out in 2:09. 

For the 2:25 trot Hettiemont, owned by 
Frank Rockefeller of Cleveland, was the tip 
and she reeled it off in three heats.

A ne of the American Railway Union, 
M. Goodwin, was the first witness, but 
added nothing to the testimony theretofore 
taken relative to the strike. The question of 
a plan to prevent strikes in the future brought 
out his socialistic ideas. He said labor 
troubles would be impossible under a codéper- 
ative commonwealth system. He said the 
government should own all .machinery of a 
Jabor-saving nature and control the product 
of labor in common. If the mines and rail- 
roads should be put under the control of the 
government it was equally right that all labor 
and enterprises should be nationalized. 
Edward W. Bemis, Associate Professor of 
Political Economy. at Chicago University, 
gave the commission the result of his study 
of the labor question and of the effect of ar- 
bitration.. In order to consider the question 
of arbitration properly, he said, it was neces- 
sary to divide industries into two classes— 
private and quasi-public enterprises—as dis- 
‘putes between eniployés and employers in 
private enterprises could not be settled by 
compulsory arbitration. He thought the 
Massachusettes law creating a Board of Con- 
ciliation had been productive of good re- 
sults. 
System Adopted in Massachusetts. 
The commission created by that law was in 
the nature of a court, composed of three men 
appointed by the Governor and drawing good 
salartes. One of these is chosen from the 
ranks of organized labor, the second is an 
employer, and the third is chosen by the two, 
but if the first two cannot agree the Governor 
has the power to choose the third Commis- 
sioner. If possible the parties to the 


. dispute are then brought together. The 


commission is empowered to examine the 
‘-employéas to wage: but not the employer 
as to profits made by him. Prof. mis 
t in this the law was lacking and that 
the profits and all other details of the busi- 
ness should be subject to the scrutiny of the 
Commissioners. In only a few cases have 
the parties objected.to abide by the decree of 
the commission, and in these the employer 
was generally the dissatisfied party. The 
commission is not authorized to enforce its 
decree. Prof. Bemis thought the Massachu- 
setts law the best in the world. 

With regard to railroads the conditions 
are different, said f. Bemis, as the rail- 
roads are in the nature of quasi-public insti- 
tutions. In disputes with railroads there are

Supt. Ware of the Pullman Palace Car 
Laundry Placed Under Bonds. 

Constable Keegan of Justice Kersten’s court

Pullman Palace Car company laundry at 


Pullman on charges of violations of the’ new 
factory law. Supt. Ware gave bonds in the 
sum of $1,200 and his trial was set for Aug. 
27 at 3 o'clock. The complaints, which were 
filed by Deputy Factory Inspector John Merz, 
allege that Supt. Ware has in his employ-in 
the Puliman laundry Maria Fleming, who 
is under 14. It is also charged that the 
superintendent has in his employ Nellie De 
Young, Nancy Bas, and Mary Fleming, who 
are over 16, and that he failed to comply 
with the.provision of the factory law which 
requires that all girls over 16 and under 18 
must be required to furnish an affidavit from 
their parents or guardians stating age and 
birth, and that said affidavit must be kept on 
file for reference. Arrests will follow in a 
number of other similar cases, it is said. 


DENIAL BY PRESIDENT MILLER. 


Executive of the St. Paul Says Managers 
Made No General Wages Schedule. 

Muwavuxez, Wis., Aug. 17.—[Special. }— 
President Roswell Miller of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad today denied 
the charges of the American Railway Union 
that previous to the strike the General Mana- 
gers’ Association had entered into a com bina- 
tion for the purpose of making a secret sched- 
ule of wages to be put into ‘effect on all the 
roads. Hesaid: ‘** When the depression in 
business began the managers discussed the 
question of wages. It was thought best to 
compile a schedule of all the roads and tab- 
ulate the wages. ‘This was done. There was 
such a diversity of

never any action taken on its adoption, be- 
cause some of the roads had agreements fora 
time with their men. There was never any 
action by the Managers’ Association on a re- 
duction of wages for the same reason and be- 
cause someof the roads atthe time, which 
was nearlya yearago, were not feeling the 
bad results of the depression.’’ Mr. Miller 
expaet an increase in freight earnings by his 
road, . 


To Quash Contompt Cases. 


Gregory, Erwin & Geeting, attarneys for the 
American Railway Union, filed a motion in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday to quash 
the contempt proceedings against Hogan, Burns, 
Goodman, McVean, and Elliot, the directors of 
the union. The grounds upon which the motion 
is made are that the contempt proceedings are 
based on a suitin chancery wherein the bill of 
complaint is without equity, and that the govorn- 
ment cannot be a party complainant to such a 
suit. It is also urged that the directors are not 
parties to the chancery suit and have never been 
served with the writ of injunction alleged to have 
been violated. The answers of the directors to 
the interrogatories filed by the government two 
weeks ago probably will be filed today. 


Stock-Yards Police Reserve Relieved.

Uncle Sam Has Concluded to Increase the Size 
of His Standing Army.

In 1790 the rank and file of the army, 
as fixed by act of Congress, amounted to 1.216 
men, and in 1814 an English expedition of only 
3,500 men was abie to seize and burn Washing- 
ton, the capital of a country which even 
then numbered 8,000,000 of inhabitants. In 
1861, at the commencement of the civil war, the 
whole regular forces .amounted to only 14,000 
men. In April of that year the President called 
out 75,000 volunteers for three months to de- 
fend the capital, which was threatened, and in 
May a further call for 42,000 was made. InJuly 
two calis for 500,000 each were authorized by 
Congress, and as even this vast force proved in- 
sufficient for ‘the gigantic struggle’ which 
America had now embarked in, it was found nec- 
essary to introduce the conscription. Iu Octo- 
ber, 1863, a levy of 300,000 men was made and 
in February, 1864,.a further call for 500,000. 
The total number of men cailed under arms by 
the government from April, 1861, to April, 1865, 
amounted to 2,759.049, of whom 2.656,053 were 
actually embodied in the armies.’”’

| WAGES ARE KEPT UP. |, 


BUILDING TRADES STIOK TO SOALES 
: DESPITE DEPRESSION. 


Contractors Say the Small 


Materially Reduced=Wells Gives Facts 
and Figures Showing the Conditions in 
the Building Trades. 


‘‘Why is there not more building being 


done in Chicago this season?’”’ was the ques- 


tion asked of a number of leading contractors 


by a reporter for Tuz Trisune, and in every 
case the answer was practically this: 


greatly and there are fewer inqairies by ten- 
ants, the cost of erecting a building is prac- 
tically the same as in former years, there 
having been no reduction in the price of labor 
and but little in the cost of material.”’ 

An extended inquiry among the members of 
the building trades of Chicago confirmed the 
truth of this statement. Every contractor 
had but one answer to give, and that was that 
while he was forced to pay the same, prices for 
labor as he did last year—except /in special 
instances where the demands of World’s Fair 
work temporarily raised the price xnbove the 
original scale—at the same time there was 
less return offered the owner for his money, 
and consequently the man seeking invest- 
ments preferred other forms to that of im- 
proving real estate. 

How Wages Stay Up. 

The popular idea is that the wages of work- 
ers in the building trades have fallen as have 
those in others, but this is a mistake, as is 
shown by the following table giving the scale 
of prices per hour signed by the masters and 
men May 1 last for the present year and the 
one that was in operation during the year 
1893:

There is not the slightest apparent differ- 
ence between the two, and the only real differ- 
ence is as regards the carpenters. While they 
are nominaily receiving 35 cents an hour 
they are really getting but 30 cents, the 


‘reason for this beimg that the carpenters’ 


union is practically busted and not in a posi- 
tion to enforce its claims. But carpentry 
work is but asmall part of a building these 
days, and the other unious are insisting on 
and obtaining the full scale agreed upon for 
the year. 

Speaking of the situation Contractor W. A. 
Wells of the Chamber of Commerce Building, 
said: ** There is practically no difference in 
cost between a building now and in former 

ears. It is true that during certain times of 
ast- year we had to pay much more for 
labor than we do now, but that was 
because of an exigency which did not last 
long. Ihave myself paid 60 and 70 cents 
for mason work and even $1 an hour for 
plasterers. That, however, did not cost the 
owner anything, as the contractors had to pay 
the increase over the scale themselves. The 
scale of wages, however, on whick we have 
to figure is the same this year as last and the 
wages paid are up to the scale, with the ex- 
ception of the carpenters. 

‘Carpenters alone are demoralized. While 
their scale is nominally 35 cents an hour few 
carpenters in Chicago today are getting it. 
The average is about 30 cents and‘ many 
carpenters are hired for 25. The reuson is 
that carpentry is hardly a trade any more. 
The cost of carpentry work is but a small 
item in modern Chicago building and about 
all the carpenter has to dois tolay flooring 
and hang doors. 

“Of course,’’ continued Mr. Wells, “it 
does not make any difference to the contract- 
or what wages he pays. Allhe asks is that 
the scale be not changed and, whatever it is, 
he tigures on it. It is the owner of the build- 
ing who hasto pay the difference between 
high and low wages. 

‘Last May, however, when the present 
scale was signed, some of us thought it would 
be of material benefit to both contractors and 
workingmen if a reduction was made in the 
scale. We told the bricklayers and masons 


that if they would consent to a reduction 


cents an hour in 
their wages we would agree to 
restore it next year. We argued thatif we 
could let the people of Chicago know that 
building was cheaper than it had ever been 
before men with money to invest would put it 
in brick blocks underthe idea that they were 
getting bargains, even if they did not get a 
high rental at the jump. It seemed to us 
there was business wisdom in such a course 
and it would bring work to both contractor 
and workingman which otherwise would not 
come,

Unions Insist on the Scales. 
‘* The unions, however, could not see it in 


that light and insisted on the old sgale. The 


result is there is little work being done, and 
with rents cut and the cost of building about 
the same as before it is not to be wondered at. 
There is of course much suffering among the 
men, but it is not because those who are 
working do not receive as much pay as ever, 
It 7 because there is but little work for them 
to do. 

** There is not much difference between the 
prices of material this year and last. Lumber 
is cheaper. In fact between the difference in 
the price of lumber and carpenter’s wages, 
you can build a frame cottage considerably 
cheaper than you could before. The cost of 
brick and stone is about the same as it was 
last year and iron, which forms so large a 
proportion of the cost of our large buildings, 
is, if anything, a trifle higher. lron has been 
falling right alorig, but last year it, or rather 
steel beams, was lower than ever before and 
hardware was in proportion. 

** Still the price of material is not so irn- 
portant as many people think. Labor is the 
main thing and itis as high asever. That is 
why there is not more building.”’ 


Non-Union Men the Only Exception. 


Other contractors seen had the same story 
to tell. The only exception was D. Duden- 
haven, who employs non-union men and 
works ten hours. e asserted that he could 
get masons at 40 cents an hour, but was only 
sure of being able to secure carpenters in 
large numbers. 

In trades allied to the buildimg trades; such 
as plumbing, there was a similar tale told. 
John Baggot of the firm of Edward Baggot 
& Co. said: ** We have to pay the same wages 
we did last year; in fact, they are asking us 
to furnish car fare now. Last spring some of 
the employing plumbers thought it would be 
better all around if wages were reduced, but 
the men could not see it in that light and the 
result was a strike. Since that last year’s 
prices have prevailed, although in the trade 
, large there has not been so much work to 

o. 


IN THE WAKE OF THE DROUGHT. 


Railroads Reduce Rates in Nebraska to 
Aid Stricken Farmers. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 17.—As a result of the 
exceedingly dry weather in South Piatte' sec- 
tions the Burlington has reduced the rate on 
grain from Omaha to interior points affected 
by the drought for the purpose of giving 
farmers who are hard hit by hot winds a 
chance to buy grain to feed their stock, thus 
being permitted to tide over present condi.

passed Congress and presents’ the result to its 
readers. Opinions as to the effect of the new 
tariff measure on business differ widely. 
‘While, it is generally agreed that it 
is a good thing for the country 
to have the vexed question settled and out 
of the way, the general revival of trade pre- 


dicted is by no means accepted as a foregone 


conclusion. It is heid by many that the pass- 
age of the bill, such as it is, came too late to 
insure a heavy fail trade, while, at the same 
time, a considerable revival of that trade is 
expected for the reason that stocks have run 
low and merchants must buy goods, if 


they are going to remain in business at all.. 


Commerce and manufactures, it is conceded, 
will have to adjust themselves to lower levels. 
Prices will be lower and wages will bd lower. 
Some of the country’s industries, it is held, 
‘will be destroyed. by the tariff schedule, and 
there will bea withdrawal of capital from 
such for investment in the favored industries. 

Bankers and capitalists look for reduced 
rates of interest and smaller profits on invest- 


‘ments, but, on the theory that any kind of a 


settlement was better than having the Dem- 
ocrats tinkering. at the tariff, anticipate a de- 


'/ mand for money for investment and a gradual 


return of prosperity. . 
Many business-men are alarmed over th 
discouraging crop reports and think whatever 
advantages they looked for from the settle- 
ment of the tariff question will be more than 

offset by the misfortune of the farmers. 

Chicago, it is feared, will share less in 
whatever benefits may be gomg than 
other localities, on account of the strike 
troubles through which it has recently 
jassed. It is charged that outside capitalists 
are afraid of Chicago and will be slow to seek 
investments here for the present ut least. 

On the whole the tone of the interviews is one 
of hopefulness, with the conviction that there 
are some rough places on the road ahead. 


BANKERS SEE AN END TO DOUBT. 


The Tariff Has at Least Brought Certainty 
; Views of Financiers. 
Henry F. Eames, President Commercial 
National Bank—By the passage of a tariff bill 
a better condition of trade and commerce is 
assured. People can adjust themselves ce. 
_Gordingly, and already there is an increased 
demand for money, both loca® and out of 
town. This is an indication of the employ- 
ment of money for manufacturing purposes, 
moving of goods, grain, and lumber. I look 
fora little better times. A reaction always 
follows times of such depression as we have 
just passed through. Now that we have got 
-through with the tariff the uncertainty has 
passed away and the people know what they 
cando. Wages will naturally bo lower, as 
the manufacturer will have to produce much 
cheaper than in the past. There is crop 
enough, although bad in some spots. This is 
a big country and there will always be crop 
enough. In some localities there will be a 
great deal of suffering, but generally the 
‘crops are large. ; 

‘Lyman J. Gage, President First National 
Bank—The settlement of the tariff question 
has formed a basis for a healthy advancement 
of allindustry. The short crops will affect 
certain localities, although it seems impos- 
sible to learn the exact situation. I have writ- 
ten to over 100 correspondents in the affected 
districts and can as yet form no conclusions 
on the situation. 

_I. N. Perry, Vice-Presid2nt Continental Na- 
tional Bank—There is no question but the 
passage of the tariff bill will help. materially 
all branches of business. We are-already be- 
ginning to have a little demand for money 
from new sources, and within the last few 
days inquiries for money have come from cus- 
tomers who have not borrowed for a long 
time.. This indicates a reviving demand for 
funds with which to increase the volume of 
business, and while having no direct bearing 
on the passage of the tariff bill, it is all in line 
em restoring better cunfidence and condi- 

ons, 

D. A. Moulton, Vice-President and Cashier 
Globe National Bank—In an interview last 
spring | predicted entrance on prosperous 
times this fall.

In the absence of new 
political assaults the inexhaustible resources 
of this country will bring us ‘in due time to 
prosperous conditions. 

Ww. FP. Dummer, Vice-President Northwest- 
ern National Bank—There will be some in- 
crease in business, but nothing ‘rapid. The 
improvement will not be uninterrupted, but 
will undulate perceptibly. The merchants 
are Carrying smali stocks which will have to 
be increased, the grain must be moved,'and 
in this section a -wsings certainty takes the 
place of uncertainty. With the new tariff bill 
it seems to be a case of anything better than 
nothing, but what will Grover do? He fre- 
quently surprises even those most intimate 
with him. : 

Henry L. Turner, banker and real estate— 
There will. be some improvement by the 
detinite action on the bill, but I don’t see any 
foundation for material change. Of course 
the settled tariff will affect the depressed con- 
dition of the country favorably, but as far as 
investments in Chicago are concerned from 
outside capital itis my opinior that we must 
get farther away from the labor troubles we 
have had.

. Rida of Tariff Elephant. 


E. S. Dreyer, banker—Everybody is glad 
that we have got rid of the elephant. Of 
course the bill is unsatisfactory to many in 
various particulars. but half a loaf is better 
than none. Everybody with capital has been 
lying low waiting for some definite move, 
and | think the passage of the bill will set 
much idle machinery in motion, make way 
for the investment of millions of money, will 
help real estate interests in common with 
evérything else, and everybody will feel the 
benefit of the action. 

Edward C. Wentworth of White & Went- 
worth, real estate dealers—The passing of 
the turiff billis but one of several factors 
which have recently operated to clear the 
financial horizon... The seemingly universal 
cry that all our ills have been the result of 
turiff agitation is as false as the other one of 
1803, that prosperity depended upon the re- 
peal of the Sherman law. The causes of our 
depression are not only of us but of the uni- 
versal business world, and weare simply in 
the circle through which has passed the elec. 
tric current of pain and demoralization. The 
world must periodically be * called down”’ to 
conservatism and people must wear clothes 


‘and buy rentand the necessary things to eat 


on acash basis and that is about the posi- 
tion in which the majority are today. 
In our real estate affairs the situation hus 
becoine notably one of dealing for cash and 
buyers are not as willing to sign notes for 
three-fourths or .more of the value of the 
property purchased. Recurring to the effect 
of the new tariff bill on business generally, I 
believe it to be among the last factors to br 

abcut a resumption of prosperity in genera 
business. There still remains the question- 
able condition of the national Treasury and

IRON, COAL, AND LUMBER TRADES, 


Dealers Differ Greatly, but Agree That the 
¢ Bill Has Ended Uncertainty. 
Firms in the iron, coal, and lumber trades 


expressed their views as follows: | 
Lem Katlinsky, President N orthwestern 
Iron and Metal company—The action on the 
tariff takes away the feeling of uncertainty 
that has hung over the country for many 
months. The commercial interests of the 
United States are thus placed within intelli- 
gent calculation, and indications for better 
trade are strong. The inland iron trade will 
not be affected by the tariff, as it will be im- 
possible for foreign imports to reach the 
points of consumption. Ore is shipped into 
Ybicago and Pittsburg for $2.50 a ton, while 
it will cost $4.50 a ton to ship it from the 
seaboard. In the East there might be some 
effect, but it will be slight. 
Joshua P. Parkhurst of 
kinson—It is too soon to prophesy, but a set- 
tlement of the tariff question will undoubted- 
ly help business in ali directions. It there is 
a fair crop this fall there will be good busi- 
ness, and this would have been the case irre- 
spective of the tariff. The new duty on man- 
ufactured iron affords ample protection, as 
the European market is nearly as high as our 
own, although seaboard poiats will probably 
be affected.

The people talk of hard times, 
make up their minds that hard times exist, 
and that goes further toward making hard 
times than anything elee. Money is scarce 
now, financial matters are close. If money 
will loosen up the general conditions will be- 
come better. Bad crops will affect the whole 
chain of business. I am afraid there are 
close times ahead before the situation 
changes. | 

C. B. Flinn, lumber—While I am certainly 
opposed to the provisions of the tariff bill, 
I believe its passage isu good thing for the 
country. Itshould have a good trial and 
there will never be a better time than the 
present. I believe that trade will improve 
from now on, If foreign manufacturers 
think they can step in and take all the trade 
away, they are sadly mistaken. Our folks are 
not going to close the shops. The home 
manufacturers are reducing their prices and 
this means areduction of wages, It may be 
as well when things settle down. We can all 
live. There will not be much change in the 
lumber trade. The McKinley bill took off 
about one-half the duty and the price went 
up. Ifthere is a demand the product of this 
country will take care of itall. The country 
is in a healthy condition and things are taking 
a start for the better. Crops are becter than 
reported, though if they wére good it would 
have helped greatly. The crop failure will 
probably prove a slight set-back, but things 
have reached the bottom of hard times. 

George Prentiss, Jumber—The hard times 
are caused by a money famine and prosperity 
will arrive when the moneys are loosened, It 
is not so much a question of tariff as of finan- 
cial legislation, but I hope to see thé relief 
from long months of uncertainty followed by 
a confidence entailing commercial advance- 
ment. 

Francis ‘Beidler. lumber—There is noth. 
ing in the outlook but good times and they 
are a little better already than they have been 
for months, The trouble lies in the fact that 
we have been overboomed and overproduced. 
The corporations can buy nothing, for there is 
no revenue and the curporation trade reaches 
every artery of commerce. If there had been a 
good corn crop the beneficial effect would 
have been immense, There is not money 
enough in circulation to go around or to prop- 
erly conduct the business the country de- 
mands. The tariff will have no effect on the 
Chicago lumber market. The American and 
Canadian lumber combines will simply di- 
vide the difference on the Canadian free trade 
and the mafket will remain the same. 

W. N. Thornburgh, General Western Agent 
Cleveland Stone company—General busi- 
ness is bound to pick up under the new deal 
and the effect will be almost immediate. A 
natural anxiety has controlled the manu- 
facturing interests during long months of 
waiting and now this has been replaced, with 
a feeling of certainty. The dressed stone in- 
dustry will be seriously affected in the East- 
ern States, as dressed stone from the United 
Kingdom can be laid down at the seaboard 
cheaper than we can dress it alone, not count- 
ing on the freight. Grindstones willalso be 
broughtinto the Eastern States from Nova 
Scotia to cut under our product. 


GENERAL IMP2OVEMENT LOOKED FOR. 


Dealers in Grain, Provisions, and Confec- 
tionery Give Their Views. 

Views on the tariff bill held by men in the 
grain, provision, grocery, and confectionery 
lines are as follows: 

John Cudahy, packer and Board of Trade 
operator—There has been a slow revival of 
business throughout the country for two 
months, but owing to the strikes it has not 
been felt to any extent in Chicago. The labor 
troubles shook the confidence of men who 
wanted to invest here, and they are still hold- 
ing off. lam giad the tariff question is set- 
tled for a time, but I do not think its settle- 
ment will have a great influence on business 
either one way or the other. 

C. L. Dougherty, coal dealer—Under the 
present circumstances I can’t see why busi- 
ness in general should not pick up. It is a 
noticeable fact that when tariff legislation is 
in progress almost every line of general busi- 
ness is Guiet, but the moment Congress quits 
debating on the tariff there is a general re- 
vival. And that is how I look at the case to- 
day. Congress has taken its hands off, the 
tariff question is practically settled for four 
or five years at least, and the public will feel 
the benefit of it. Locally we would get a 
greater benefit of it if it were not for the re- 
cent labor troubles, which have shaken the 
confidence of outsiders in Chicago to a large 
extent. The drought, which has been disas- 
trous in Kausas, Nebraska, and part of Iowa, 
will have some effect on fall business in the 
West, but not enough to counteract the good 
that will come from the settlement of the 
tariff question. But, on the whole, to my 
mind, everything looks favorable to a slow 
but sure revival of business. 


Will Stimulate Production, 


John S. Gould & Co., wholesale grocers— 
The tariff bill has only an indirect effect on 
the grocery trade as a whole, but’ we think its 
passage will cause more activity in manufact- 
uring and the employment of labor, which 
will temporarily be a heip to our line. There 
at least ‘vill be a good effect for the remainder 
of this year, but+farther than that we can’t 
determine. Stocks of goods are generaily 
light and there must be some demand that 
will stimulate production. 

Corbin, May & Co,, wholesale grocers— 
We expect a gradual improvement, which 
would probably be permanent ‘if it were not 
for the injury to crops by the drought. With 
tariff legislation set aside for a few years at 
least capital will have confidence and come 
out of its hiding place. Outside of sugar the 
tariff affects our business but little. It re. 
duces the tariff on raisins and places a’ duty 
of 80 per centon currants, which formerly 
came in free. 

McNeil & Higgins, wholesale grocers—The 
passage of the Senate bill will be a relief to 
the people of the country, and undoubtedly 
will improve business much. In our own 
line we are domg a better business today 
than we were a year ago at this time, and we 
have had a noticeable improvement within a 


week, 

Franklin MacVeagh & Co.—With the tariff 
bill out of the way the prospects for business 
in general are good, and there will surely be 
a marked improvement, We look for a 
larger business this year than that of the fall 
of 1893, and, unaer the existing circum- 
stances, we cannot see why business should 
not be better. 

A. A. Kennard of A. A. Kennard & Co.— 
Times will be better, but there will be no 
boom. By the tariff action the people know 
where they are, and this will have a tendency 
to improve the conditions. The bad crops 
will énhance the price without providing the 
wherewith. In the grain’ producing States 
the prospects are bad, and butter, eggs, 
cheese, and provisions generally are naturaily 
inclined to go up, but not so much as under 
ordinary conditions.

This 
is due to holiday demands for sweets. One 
depressing effect in the candy trade has been 
the compulsory idleness of hundreds of me- 
chanics, for the pennies from this class go a 
long way in supporting our business. The 
sugar bill is indefinite at this time, but if it 
passes as all indications point there will be 
some difference in market prices. The prod- 
uct 1s in the hands of the trust, however, al- 
though there area few minor concerns that 
claim to be on the outside. 

M. Shields, confectioner—There is a 
general feeling that trade will revive and 
everything will move, along slowly. In this 
business I anticipate a better trade this fall 
than for the last ten years. This is due to 
the fact that light stocks are held all over the 
country and to do business the dealers must 
have goods. We are now busier in tlie factory 
and employing more people than ever before 
at this time of year, which is regarded as the 
dull season. All manufacturing business is 
being conducted on a small margin. We are 
not selimg to many former customers. This 
applies.to slow paying jobbers and every now 
and then one of these concerns drops out, 
This means a healthier condition of com- 
merce. There 1s not enough duty on sugar to 
make achange. The market today is higher 
than it should be when the duty is actually 
placed. The market is in the hands of specu- 
lators and the price is too high. ‘While all 
these fellows are buying frantically I am 
selling, as I believe the market cannot stand 
the pressure, and if Cleveland in his stub- 
bornness refuses to sign the bill there may be 
a scramble to unload.

The crops 
are looking better and the prospects are more 
encouraging. The fact that tne bill is settled 
is more important than the bill itself. We 
now have a basis to work on, 

L. B. Bane, of Clement, Bane &Co., whole- 
sale manufactures of clothing—The dry weath- 
er with the consequent scarcity of crops will, 
I think, interfere more with the welfare of this 
country than the Senate bill. The effect from 
the latter had already been discounted, as the 
people have been expecting it and were pre- 
pared forit. It is bound to curtail business 
in all mercantile lines for at least another 
year. The bill will hurt us, from the fact that 
goods which would have been manufactured 
here if the bill had not passed will now to a 
great extent be made abroad. It will give 
quite an impetus to the fereign mills. But we 
are giad to see it settled one way or the other 
as we know what to figure on.”’ 

Looks for Improvement. 


R. S. Scott of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., 
dry goods—There will be a general im- 
provement. The public is quick to appreciate 
the condition of affairs and to adjust itself ac- 
cordingiy. I hope Cleveland wili sign the 
bill, whatever the duties be. Foreign goods 
will be cheaper, which will be beneficial to 
us, and matters will once more resume their 
normal condition. We have been too long 
already in this unseftled state.”’ 

Julius E. Weil of Rosenwald & Weil, cloth- 
ing specialties—The Senate bill makes a 
reduction of between 30 and 40 per cent 
on the line of summer cloth that we carry. It 
will not interfere with our own manufactur- 
ers, because the light-weight specialties, such 
as alpacas, serges, and lawns, used in the 
manufacture of surnmer coats and vests are 
not made to any great extent in this country. 
Seven-eighths of the goods in this line have 
always been imported. Woolens will be 30 
to 40 per cent less, and we will undoubtedly 
handle more‘of them, particularly worsteds. 
But as a whole the bill wili not prove bene. 
ficcial to our manufacturers in this country, 
as there are too many lines of goods pro- 
duced here that have been reduced, and they 
willin all probability be driven out.. Our 
home industries cannot afford to compete 
with foreign labor, asa they can’t afford to 
manufacture so cheaply. The profits will not 
be equalto what the merchants are in the 
habiting of receiving. I think there will bea 
decrease in that respect throughout the coun- 
try. 

J vseph Beifeld of Joseph Beifeld & Co., 
manufacturers of cloaks—Business is improv. 
ing with us because\the fall trade is coming 
on and merchants are bare of stocks. I can 
say the volume will be smaller this year than 
the fall of 1893 and fully 60 per cent smaller 
than it was in 1892. The principal cause of 
this is the fact that so many factories are 
closed down entirely and there are so many 
others running on less than half time. Busi- 
ness-men have learned more in eighteen 
months than we ordinarily would in eighteen 
years of prosperity. Confidence has by no 
means yet been restored, and the effect of the 
Senate tariff bill is far from clear. Woolens 
and ready-mnade garments have been hard hit 
by this new measure, That the bill has got 
into definite shape is of course good for gen- 
eral business, that sentiment of uncertainty 
being gone. From my standpoint it is pure- 
The partial crop failure will 
also have an effect on business in general, 
but I believe on the whole and in the-long run 
business transactions will hereafter be done 
in a more careful manner than ever before. 
Today the country is suffermg with an over- 
production so great that enough goods have 
been manufactured, in almost every class in 
the last three years to last fiveyears. I regret 
that protection has been curtailed and don’t 


see how the reduction of the tariff can help 


the masses. 
Improvement Will Be Slow. 


Sidney Lowerstein of Lowenstein Broth- 
ers, wholesale clothing and woolens—The 
people will now have something to work up 
to. Improvement throughout the country 
will be slow and on a reduced scale. Business 
will be curtailed and a tendency shown to 
economize. It will be a number of years be- 
fore the country will resume its normal con- 
dition. The Senate bill is perhaps better than 
no billatall.

PASSAGE OF THE TARIFF BILL HAS 
REMOVED UNCERTAINTY. 


RK. G, Dun & Co.’s “ Review of Trade” Finds 
in This Fact a Promise of Improvement 
Injury to Corn by Drought Acts as a 
Restraining Influence on Betterment=— 
Stronger Tone Given to Speculation by 
the Settlement of Doubt—Reports from 
Many Cities as to Business.

‘row, will say: 


The new tariff, if signed by the President 
as expected, provides a definite basis for 
business. No supplemental legislation is 
thought possible until next year gt least. 
Large improvement has been expected from 
any settlement, the more because of a vast 
amount of business deferred from week to 
week in the hope of more definite conditions. 
The rush of such business, or even a part of 
it, might easily double transactions fora 
time. It is not to be overlooked that the ef.- 
fect of new duties upon many branches of 
industry and trade is problematical, and may 
be determined only after some months of 
experience, and meanwhile the serious injury 
to corn and some vf the conditions exercise 
a restraining influence. . 

It is too early to look for effects of the new 
situation in the great industries, but the 
gradual recovery which has appeared for 
some time is seen in a better demand for 
products. Speculation in wool has been 
stopped and sales which have been 6,929,750 
pounds for the week and 14,554,150 for two 
weeks of August against 3,397,400 last year 
and 16,385,500 in 1892 naturally dimin- 
ished Wednesday and Thursday, as it is ex- 
pected the recent advance may be lost, though 
no change yet appears. Resumption by iron 
and steel works which were stopped by the 
strikes continues to depress prices of some 
finished products, but with more furnaces op- 
erating prices of pigiron are not lower. Com- 
parisons given today show a fall in prices 
ranging from 20 to 44 per centin iron and 
its products since October, 1890, which suf- 
ticiently accounts for the idleness of more 
than a third of the works. 

Speculation in corn has been active, the 
price falling 4 cents, rising 344 cents, and 
falling 2 cents, with varying reports of in- 
jury, which in some of the States is undoubt- 
edly severe. While-Western receipts in two 
weeks have heen ouly 2,426,573 bushels, 
against 4,376,103 bushels last year, the high 
price explains exports of only 541,685 bush? 
els, against 3.301.908 bushels in thesame 
weeks last year. Pork has advanced 50 cents 
and iard 35 cents per 100 pounds, with jus- 
tification in the injury to corn, Wheat is 
about 1 cent lower. Western receipts béing 
very heavy for two weeks, 10,680,418 bush- 
els, against 5,940,581 last year, and it is 
claimed that Minnesota and the two Dakotas 
will yield 125,000,000 bushels—the second 
largest yieid in their history. 

Liabilities of firms failmmg in the week end- 
ing Aug. 9 are a little larger than of late, $3,- 
204,689, of which $1,041,491 were of manu- 
ne and $1,603,198 ‘of trading con- 
cerns. Full returns for July show an aggre- 
gate of $11,291,305. The failures this week 
have been 226 in the United States, agairist 
455 last year, and 45 in Canada, against 27 
last year. 


WHAT TBADE IS LOOKED FOR, 


Reports Collected by “ Bradstreet’s” from 
500 Wholesalers and Manufacturers,

Special telegraphic and mail advices summartTz- 
ing interviews with more than 500 leading whole- 
sale dealers and manufacturers at forty-seven 
cities throughout the country asto the present 
effect, if any, of the tariff settlement and the out- 
look as to the effect of the Senate tariff bill 
should it become a law, indicate relatively less 
enthusiasm at larger Eastern centers, except at 
New York and Baltimore, almost unilorm satis- 
faction throughout the Southern States, and 
similar advices from the Central and North- 
western States, except where serious crop dam- 
age has taken place. Inthe far West little in- 
terest is manifested in tariff legislation, notably 
at Denver and Helena, where silver attracts mgre 
attention. Portland fears the result of the re- 
duction of the tariff on lumber, but at San Fran- 
cisco an improvement in demand is expected 
and considerable freight is offering for shipmeat 
to China. | ‘ 

A feature is found in declarations from. manu- 
facturers of woolen goods, glassware, pottery, 
and iron and steel at various centers of produc- 
tion that wages will promptly be reduced. Im- 
porters of woolens are said to have the market 
this fall, and clothing manufacturers, it is de- 
clared, should do a fair business, but not try to 
carry over light weights on Jan. 1. Cotton mer- 
chants declare settlement of the tariff comes too 
late to help them this fall. and lumber dealers 
speak regretfully of the reduction of duties on 
their line. 

Aside from probable improvement due to end- 
ing uncertainty in business, neither Boston, 
Providence, Buffalo, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Newark, or Rochester merchants interviewed ex- 
press noteworthy enthusiasm as tw the trade 
prospect. While no gain is reported in trade 
circles at Southern cities, several thousand coal 
strikers have gone back to work in the Birming- 
ham district, several Southern railways are call- 
ing for more coal, and Southern iron works are 
shipping more iron than a year ago. It is re- 
ported at Atlanta hardware jobbers based recent 
prices onthe Wilson bill, and the prospective 
passage of the Senate bill will make a difference 
in profits in consequence. Little Rock expects 
Eastern cotton manufacturers to buy more freely 
now, and three leading Texas cities, in view of 
excellent crop prospects in that State and pros- 
pectively the iargest cotton crop on record, re- 
gard the business outlook very favorahly. The 
proposed change in the sugar schedule exerts 
material depression in Louisiana. 

The region west of Pennsyivania and east of 
the Mississippi River reports almost uniformly 
favorable trade conditions, with gains in demand 
and in industrial activity except the Indiana and 
Illinois pottery industries and among Indiana 
clothing manufacturers, who report they expect 
to reduce wages. Country merchants in the two 
States named have been buying heavily from 
Chicago jobbers, but that city’s trade from 
regions west of the Mississippi River has fallen 
off St. Louis continues the exceptionally 
favorable report of previous weeks, 
with the additional feature that the demand for 
iron is increasing. The more important cities in 
Wisconsiua and Minnesota report an im- 
proved outlook for trade and an in- 
crease in the volume of business, due to 
more favorable crop returns. Increased demand 
is noticed for groceries, hardware, cutlery. and 
shoes.

The irom industry has gone 
close to a free trade basis for many months, and 
the putting into effect of the metal schedule, 
with its reductions of from 30 to 50 per cent 
from the McKinley bill, will not depress values 
sensibly. What it will dowith the volume of 
business will be discovered in due time. Since 
there has been a general p of 
revival, based- on the ° settling of the 
tariff uncertainty, there will be a _ gen- 
eral disposition to assist in fulfilling the predic- 
tion. To know the basis on which they are to 
operate is certainly a distinct int of gain to 
manufacturers. he past Yee has brought few 
cepartures from the conditidns that have ruled of 
late. Several additions to the country’s active 
furnace list have been made since Aug. Il. 
that date there were 437 more furnaces in blast 
than June 1, two months previous, and pro- 
duction was at the rate of nearly 50,000 tons a 
week, or about 2,500,000 tons a year more than 
on the first of June. This incicates a pronounced 
recovery in the second half of the year from the 
feeble prodaction shown ia the statistics for the 
first six months. ~ 


DUE TO FAILURE OF CORN CROP, 


Stations in Nebraska Being Abandoned by 
St. Joseph and Grand Island. ' 
Omana, Neb., Aug. 17.—[Special.]—The 
failure of the corn crop has caused the St. Jo- 
seph and Grand Island to abandon a dozen 
stations in Nebraska. The stations are not 
closed permanently, but temporarily, and will 
be opened when business improves. The fail- 
ure of the corn crop along the Grand Island 
has caused a general stagnation in business, 
particularly at the small stations where the 
principal business transacted is in the han- 
dling and shipment of corn. Itis these sta- 
tions that have been abandoned, the officials 
deciding that it does not pay them to keep 
employés there. It is said that other stations 
will alas be closed up.

‘The Sphere of the State; or, The People 
as a Body Politic,”’ with special consideration 
of certain present problems, is the title of a 
work that gives the views on social and polit- 
ical questions of Prof. Frank Sargent Hoff- 
man of Union College, One says the views 
of Prof. Hoffman because one is not quite 
sure that they are in every respect those that 
willor should be universally adopted, how- 
ever good they may be in most particulars. 
The idea here expressed of the State as 
an organic brotherhood is more ideal than 
real; at any event the brotherbood is large- 
ly a compulsory and accidental matter to 
many within its limits, however well they 
may accept it. The right and duty also of 
conquest and subjugation of inferior or de- 
generate States is a doctrine one has not yet 
learned to adopt in theory, whatever one’s 
practice may be, and in any case one can see 
some advisable checks and limits to its uni- 
versal and unqualified extension. So also in 
his views on taxation, that it should be always 
direct und solely fer purposes of revenue is a 
matter as yet contested and not consistent 
with the implied admission elsewhere made 
that: a rotective tariff even to the 
extent of shutting off all commercial inter- 
course is a legitimate privilege of the State.

Macmillan & Co. have issued for the Com- 
mittee of the Palestine Exploration Fund a new 
edition of Conder’s ‘‘Judas Maccabens,”’ the 
first edition having appeared about fourteen 
yearsago. The first B6ok of Maccabees and the 
Antiquitice of Josephus are the principal sources 
of the historic information ‘given in the work, 
but it has been sought to rendér the story more 
vivid by the aid of descriptions of the scenes in 
which it was laid and of the contemporary social 
and religious life of the Jews. One of the most 
important points brought out is in the preface to 
the new edition, as it bears especially upon a 
claim which has been much insisted on since the 
first appeared. Itis that the Samaritans never 
accepted the Jewish Book of Joshua, and for this 
reason “the theory of a Hexateuch, making 
the narrativs of Joshua to form part of a volume 
containing the Pentateuch, appears to be perhaps 
fanciful.” The author adds that no such volume 
can have e«isted atthe time when the Samari- 
tans accepted the whole Torah, perhaps about 
800 B. C., and rejected all other books of the 
Jews. Itis clear that there was atime when the 
Pentateuch existed asawhole substantially as 
we now have it, and when it was a distinct liter- 
gture, not including any part of the Book of 

oshua. 


Will not one of the periodicals which live 
on extracts reprint G. A. Sala’s once famous 
sketch, *‘The Koy of the Street’?

With this letter came a Bank of 
England note for £5—the largest sum I had ever 
earned by a single article. So you will see it was 
through a sheer accident—or was it through be- 
neficent fate—that I renewed my acquaintance 
with Charles Dickens, and that I entered upon a

Chicago Merchants Think Low Stocks Will 
Catse Purchases and a Brisk Fall Trad: 
~ Wages to Be Lowered and Prices to 
Take a DropeIunterest for Loans Wil 
Be Cut Under Present Rates=Bad Effect 
from the Drought—Some People Are 
Not Sanguine.

The merchants, now that things are 
definitely settled, will pitch in and buy. | 

_D. B. Fisk & Co., wholesale millinery 
goodse—We are prepared for a big fall trade 
which the settled condition of the tariff will 
produce, We have stocked a little more Con- 
servatively than usual, but the indications to- 
day are that our fall and winter season will 
be somewhat light, although much better 
than we bad last year or even anticipated be- 
fore the passage of the Senate biil. The tar- 
iff will effect our line but little. 

H. N. Hart of Hart Bros., shirt manufact- 
urere—If the tariff bill is really settled I 
think business will resume its normal condi- 
tion. At this season of the year dealers are 
making preparations for a heavy fall trade, 
and the people will know where they stand. 
The indecision in regard to that portion of the 
bili referring to woolen goods will somewhat 
affect business.- I think that the merchants 
throughout the country will now stop their 
hand to mouth dealing, and will net be so 
particular in buyimg, Cleveland will, in all 

robability, sign the bill, as he and his party 
cave kept the country in a precarious condi- 
tion for one and u half years, and now that he 
has an opportunity should certainly do some- 
thing. .Every merchant’ in the country 1s af- 
fected, and when the bill becomes a certainty 
there will be a general improvement every- 
where. I look for an advance in the price of 
woolen goods un account of thescareity. This 
scarcity will be caused by the manufacturers 
who did not look far enough ahead and con- 
sequently didn’t turn out a sufficient supply 
of goods, 

Samuel H. Sweet, President Sweet, Demp- 
ster & Co.—The tariff has affected the gen- 
eral business conditions, and now settles a 
question that has been hanging over the coun- 
try foralongtime. It only settles it so far 
as establishing a certainty, however, as | 
don’t see anything to indicate better times in 
the immediate future. There will be good 
trade except in localities, and the bad crops 
will have a serious effect. 

H. L. Seixas, Secretary of Cook, Lyman & 
Seixas—When Cleveland signs the tariff bill 
the signal will be given for better times, ‘The 
drought has hurt the country very moch. The 
good country merchants are afraid, and will 
buy light. Assoon as confidence is restored 
there will be better trade, and already there is 
a more confident feeling. Trade is stagnant 
now. Whenever the iron industry opens up 
th re is no doubt of approaching prosperity. 
I believe the heaviest sufferers from the de- 
pression are the railroads, through the weak- 
eningewof their securities. We can have no 
healthy boom. The return to prosperity must 
be geadual and slow. The iniand towns do 
not feel the changing conditions as do the 
cities, and, in the face of the crop reports, I 
believe there will be more than half a 
crop. 

Edward Smith of R. P. Smith & Co,—An 
tariff bill is better than none, and has the ef- 
fect of settling the people, who see a solid 
foundation on which to build their business. 
If the ques‘ion had been settled some time 
ago it would have been far better for the 
country. Business is bound to increase, as 
dealers have been carrying light stocks and 
holding back until the legislation resulted in 
something positive. But they are not carry- 
ing anything but cheap goods, and this condi- 
tion will prevail for some time. Since July 1 
our business has been improving. 


DRUGGISTS’ VIEWS OF THE SITUATION. 


Peter Van Schaack Says There Is Satisfac- 
tien in the Tariff Bilil. 


The foilowing opinions were obtained from 


wholesale druggists: 

Peter Van Schaack, the senior member of 
Peter Van Schaack & Sons, wholesale drugs— 
We already have evidence ofa marked in- 
creasing demand for goods from all sections 
tributary to Chicago. The fect is that stocks 
in the hands of retail merchants iz the 
country are very light—never more so, 
though not vitally affected by the tariff—ex- 
cépting in the use of alcohol. The trade 
scems to feel sure of a more settled state of 
affairs and is pushing ahead on orders. It 
is not so much a large increase in the number 
of orders asthe volume. I think the tariff 
action, however late, is not too late to effect 
favorably fall trade in the drug line. In con- 
versation with many buyers from different 
sections it is gratifying to observe 
the satisfaction at the passage of 
a bill. Jobbers in our litte have 
stocked alcohol very heavily, and wise- 
ly. as there has been an advance go far of 
about 26 centsa gallon, which will realize a 
very handsome profit to those few who have 
taken precaution to stock up. I hope the 
country will now havea reat on the tariff—it 
has been one of the most important factors in 
the disarrangement of commerce. I have no 
dovbt the balance of the year will quite real- 
ize the conservative merchants’ expectations of 
trade, though probably the drug line has been 
less unfavorably affected by the times than any 
other, from the necessities of the demand, 
We have noticed the marked improvement 
has been felt among city druggists as well as 
in the eountry and within a few days we have 
sold three entire drug outfits which had been 
holding back on account of the uncertainties 
as to action on the tariff. It is a fact that the 
strike diverted some trade from Chicago, but 
the large and well assorted stocks carried here 
and the liberal methods of cunducting busi. 
ness will turn the current towards a market 
of sucli a character and possessing such facili- 
ties. 

Lord, Owen & Co., wholesale drugs—We 
regard the outlook for an improvement in 
business matters good. Reports we are re- 
aa bh 2 from all parts of the country indi- 
cate while there may be no rapid improve- 
ment it is certainly sound tocome. As evi- 
denced by our own sales our country trade this 
month and last is in excess of the saine period 
last year. ‘There is move or less complaint as 
to collections on account of the drought in 
certain localities, but ro more than are year- 
ly received from some sections, 

Jonathan W. Plummer, President Morri- 
son. Piummer & Co.—The deiay in action 
in the tariff has been disastrous, and contin- 
ued doubt would be more so. We are not yet 
sure, as two or three radical changes are pre- 
eented in the pupgun bills now in the Senate. 
But considering the bill goes through, we now 
know where we are, and things can be ar- 
ranged to suit. Weare entering ®n an era of 
prosperity. The tariff affects the drug busi- 
ness but littie, aithough we canno teil what 
effect it will have upon home producers. We 
are sitnply merchants. Bad crops will be 
felt perceptibly by ali branches of trade and 
the country generally, Assoonas the tariff 
question is absolutely settled industries will 
spring up here and there as the demand will 
support. 

Oliver F. Fuller, President Fuller & Fuller 
—The tariff has as good an effect as sucha 
measure can have. There will not be much 
ofa revival of business for the next year, al- 
though the conditions will probably improve 
atonce. As to the bad crops. the farmers get 
about as much out of a partial crop as a [ull 
one, prices advancing on the scarcity. There 
are few items in the tariff that affect our line 
of business. ‘ 


RAILROAD MEN TALK OF TARIFF. 


Their Vtews Are Somewhat Diversified 
bit Naturally Interesting. 

Railroad officials regard the tariff measure 
diversely as follows: 

P. S. Eustice, General Passenger Agent 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad— 
There are two points in the tariff bill that in- 
terest ne. One is regarding the income tax, 
and whether my saiary will be subject to a 
tax. The other is in regard to;the duty of 2 
per cent on playing cards. We do & large ad- 
vertising business through playing cards, and 
if that duty. is exacted it will probably drive 
us out, as we could not afford to pay it. We 
order a thousand gross of cards at a time, and 
sell them cheap in order to put them in cir- 
culation. We could not raise the price on 
them and could not afford to pay the 
2 per eent duty. In my travels 
throughout the country I have heard varjous

expressions of opinions concerning the Sen- 
ate bill. At first it was: “If Congress would 
only pass a bill that would benefit us ”’; thea 
it was: * Ili Congress ‘would only pass & 
good bill”; and finally the cry was: — If 
Congress would only any old thing, ne 
long as it would settle it one way or 
other.” Congress has passed a_ bill and the 
ople are obliged to be satisfied. It is a re- 
1ef. It doesn’t matter what the duty is so 
much as long as something definite aey ar- 
rived at so the business-tnaao adapt ms 
self to the circumstances. Even now it is no 
entirely settled, as some of the Congremses 
say it is the best they can do until Decem of 
bo it seems to meitisas far off as ever. , n 
a general way I supposethere will be an im- 
provement all over the country. | 

J. H. Wood. General Manager Chicago a“ 
Alton railroad—I do not think the tar 
bill will change the state of -affairs a great 
deal. Certainly it will not change things for 
the worse. The unsettled condition of the bill 
makes it rather uncertain. One day articles 
are put on the free list and the next they are 
taken off, and it is rather difficult to keep 
track of its various changes. Any tariff is 
better than none at all, I would rather 
have the present bill than an uncertain tariff. 
Our largest trade is in iron and glass, and I 
don’t think the bill will materially affect 
them. The manufacturers will tell the work- 
ingman what wages he must accept in order 
to successfully compete with ey trade. 
In these pressingtimes the men wi be giad 
to accept any wages. I think that trade will 
improve, as business-men and manufacturers 
know now that their goods have a settled 
value and are beyond tariff legiaeson. 

E. St. John, General Manager the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific—It is rather early 
yet to say what effect the bill will have on 
business. I sup there will be a gradual 
imp@ovement. trouble has been not 80 
much the tariff bill itselfas the uncertainty 
of its position. There is a gener&l relief from 
the fact that itis settled and done with. 
was not, after -“ so serious an affair as was 
at first supposed. 

J. M. Whittemore, General Manager Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad—I can’t 
say how the bill will affect us, ae I don't 
know how far iron ore will come West. In all 
probability lumber will be brought from 
Canada to compete with our own, Goal will 
not affect us one way or another. But the 

eneral outlook is discouraging. recent 


rought has dried up the ¢orn. and not more | 


than one-third the usual crop will be pro- 
duced. When matters are finally settled in 
Congress and people know what to go on, 
then in all probability business will pick up. 
The improvement will, I think, be general 
throughout the country. Upto now the man- 
ufacturer didn’t know what todo or how_to 
secure his material or how to work it up. Now 
he has someth ng definite to go by, he knows 
where he stands, and will make arrangements 
for his future trade accordingly. 

Falker & Stern company, importers and 
jobbers in crockery, giassware, etc.—We 
believe the recent action on the tariff bill will 
have a decidedly beneficial effect on nearly all 
lines of business and manufacturing interests, 
for the reason that it brings to an end the sus- 
pense and uncertainty existing fora year or 
more, and we now look forward to a marked 
though gtadual improvement in business 
matters generally. Although the proposed 
changes in duties affected most of our linesia 
a slight degree only, still our business suffered 
in common with others on account of the 
waiting policy adopted by most of the mer- 
chants, and as tne chief cause for this has now 
been removed we confidently expect a healthy 
reaction will follow. 

William F. Monroe, cigar dealer—As.I do 
not admit the tariff legislation caused the hard 
times with which we are now suffering, I 
think the settlement of the same will cause 
but a temporary revival of business, if&gy. 
Businesses of all kinds have been carried on 
for the iast seven to ten years at an increasing 
high pressure. Corporations have been 
stocked and bonded far in excess of their 
earning capacities. Credits have been ex- 
tended where none were entitled, and a,reac- 
tion was bound to come and has come, and in 
my opinion the bottom has not yet been 
reached and wil] not be until values have been 
thoroughly readjusted in all lines. Then T 
look tor a steady Conservative increase in all 
branches of trade.

Tue Populist and Labor parties of Ohio 
have fused. The amalgamation was duc 
largely to the efforts of McBride, the head of 
the Miners’ Union. This is the man whom 
the miners followed blindly when he ordered 
them to go ona strike which left nearly all 
of them worse off than they were when they 
began it. Not satisfied with the mischief he 
has done already he wants them to strike 
against the present stable currency of the 
country and force ‘it first down to a 50-cent 
basis and then to a fiat scrip or no cent basis. 
Whatever their wages may be now the men 
know at least just about what they can buy 
with them. They know what the purchasing 
power of each of their dollars is. ‘McBride 
wants them to give up those dollars and vote 
for men who will have the government issue 
irredeemable paper dollaré, which will have 
about the same purchasing power that waste 
paper has. With such a currency it would 
puzzle the miner to know what wages to ask 
for. The fiat dollars McBride wants him to 
vote for measure nothing and mean nothing. 
Tho miners and other workingmen of Ohio 
ought to do a little thinking before they de- 
cide to cut loose from a currency with a fixed, 
comprehensible value and attempt to substi- 
tute for it something no more definite or 
tangible than moonshine ot a fog. 
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INCOMPLETE TESTIMONY OF “LABOR 
LEADERS.” 

The commission which is investigating the 
causes of the labor troubles of last month 
has had before it as witnesses several of the 
men who took a prominent part in the ‘or- 
ganized anarchy”’ movement headed by 
Debs. What they have to say is mainly a 
repetition of what they have said previously 
in speeches or in proclamations. Many im- 
portant points which they dodged during 
their brief period of activity are ignored by 
them now. ¢ 

For instance, Howard, the Vice-President 
of the American Railway Union, asserts that 
he believes in the right to strike, and advo- 
cates striking as a remedy for labor griev- 
ances, especially when the General Govern- 
ment will keep its hands off and let employer 
and employé fight it out undisturbed. But he 
makes no distinction between strikes ordered 
in depressed times to resist a falling wage 
scale or to raise wages to the higher scale of 
more prosperous duys, and strikes ordered 
when the market is rising and trade is flour- 
ishing. One would judge that he thought 
strikes worked equally well at all times, 
whereas, he knows, or ought to know, that 
strikes on a falling markét are predestined 
failures. 

It is strange that he ignored this vital 
point. It can not be that he is unaware of 
the effect of a declining market price of 
goods on the power of the employer to pay 
wages. He must know thatas his own ability 
to purchase goods lessens as his wages fall so 
must that of the employer to pay high wages 
shrink as he gets less and less for his com- 
modities. Unquestionably Howard's reason 
for omitting to state that there is a good 
and a bad time for striking was due to the 
fact that he would have been compelled to 
admit that the Debs boycott-strike was or- 
dered at a time when strikes do not succced. 

Neither the 4,000 Pullman strikers, led 
by paid agitators and walking delegates, nor 
Debs, Howard, and their associates, have pub- 
lished at any time facts, figures, or statistics, 
or any reliable or plausible data of any kind, 
tending to show that the Pullman company 
could afford to pay theold high wages of 
March, 1893, or of an earlier day without 
losing money on the contracts taken. 

Debs and the other leaders of ‘‘ organized 
anarchy ’’ demanded vociferously that Pull- 
man should arbitrate the wage scale, but they 
have never made public anything to show 
that the jobs or contracts taken by the company 
had been takenat prices which would permit 
itto pay higher wages without losing money. 
Mr. Pullman offered just before the strike 
began to let his books be examined by a coin- 
mittee of the employés so they might satisfy 
themselves of the impossibility of paying high- 
er wages. They refused toexamine the books 
and have offered no proof of the incorrectness 
of Mr. Pullman’s statement. Ail they have 
said on this point has been that the company 
paid its regular dividend,and that fromthat they 
infer its car contracts must have been profit- 
able ones. But only a small fraction of the 
revenues of the company comes from the 
protits on carbuilding. Howard knows that. 

This is a matter which the commission 
shouid investigate thoroughly. It should find 
out what moral or equitable justification, if 
any, the Pullman strikers had for leaving 
‘work on the ground that the wages paid were 
lower than the company’ should have paid. 
For if the company got so little for the cars it 
built that it could not have paid better wages 
without loss, then a strike undér such con- 
ditions was a hopeless one and should not 
have been made. And if success was impos- 
sible under the circutnstances, then not even 
Debs and Howard can plead that it was wise 
for them to interfere and attempt the impos. 
sible—to make a success of a strike begun on 
a falling market. 


VAGUE TALK ABOUT “COMPULSORY AR- 
BITRATION.” 

The following constitutional amendment is 
to be voted on this fall: 

Resolved, That the General Assembly shall have 
power and it shall be its duty to enact and pro- 
vide for the enforcement of all laws thatit shall 
deem nocessary to regulate and control con- 
tracts, conditions, and relations existing or aris- 
ing from time to time between corporations and 
their employés. 

Speaker Crafts says that if this is voted 
into the Constitution— 

The General Assembly could pass many bills de- 
manded by the laboring classes and they would 
be valid laws. It could, for instance, pass a 
compulsory arbitration act, a weekly payment 
law, and an anti-truck-store law, and the Sua- 
preme Court would sustain such legislation be 
cause it would be authorized by the Constitu- 
tion. 

Ought not Mr. Crafts to explain what he 
‘means by a compulsory arbitration act? 
Every one knows that if there is a dispute be- 
tween two men as to the ownership of a piece 
ofland or of a horse one of the parties 
can take the case into court and can get a de- 
cision. The court says who ought to have the 
land or the horse and it is delivered to that 
party. Does Mr. Crafts wanta dispute as to 
the value of labor to be settled in the same 


, 


' way? A corporation says it can afford to pay 


only $2 aday fora man’s labor. The man 
who has that labor to sell says it is worth $3 
and he must have that much forit. Does Mr. 
Crafts want to make that a judicial question? 

How would Mr. Crafts like the printiple of 
compulsory arbitration in a somewhat differ- 
ent form? He owns some land in Cicero, 
He offers to sell it for $10,000 an acre. The 
would-be buyer says $8,000 is sufficient. Mr. 
Crafts declines to accept. Then the man who 
wants to buy resorts to ‘compulsory arbitra- 
tion,’? makes Mr. Crafts go into court, and 
has a judicial determination of the value of the 
land. If it is proper to have a jhdicial estimate 
of the value of the labor a man has to sell why 
not of the land or of the dry goods or any

on terms, would Mr. Crafts like to force the 
tailor to arbitrate the matter and have some 


| tribunal fix the fair price? 


It is easy for acourt to order that land, the 
titie to which is in dispute, shall be delivered 
toa certain individual, and it can enforce 
that order. But does Mr. Crafts want the 
court to lay its hands on a workingman and 
direct him to deliver specified quantities of 
labor at a specified price? Does he want the 
workingman thrown into jail for contempt of 
court if he refuses to obey? Supposing a 
railroad vérporation thinks it is paying too 
high wages, and as a result of the compulsory 
arbitration proceeding commenced by it the 
men ‘are ordered to work for less, jow is that 
order to be enforced? 

“And if. as the result of a suit begun by em- 
ployés against an employing corporation, the 
latter is ordered to pay higher wages, and re- 
fuses to do so because the- economic condi- 
tions are euch that it cannot, how is it to be 
forced to pay more? Is its charter to be 
taken away, its property confiscated, its of- 
ficers imprisoned, or some other method 
adopted? These are points on which Mr, 
Crafts shquld throw some light befdre indors- 
ing what would be a most extraordinary revo- 
lution in American jurisprudence, 
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HAS THE PUBLIC NJ) RIGHTS! 

If two men go to fighting on the street and 
there is a policeman in sight he interferes to 
stop the row whether one of the participants 
asks him todoso or not, There is a pretty 
general agreement that the officer ought to 
intervene, even though the combatants would 
hike to fight it out. But Howard of the Amer- 
ican Railway Union tells the Strike Commis- 
sion that there should be no interference by 
the authorities when employer and employé 
are having a tussle, no matter how lively it 
may be. He says he wants ‘everybody to 
keep aloof and let employés and employers 
have fair play during their fisticuffs.” 

Yet if it is proper for the authorities to 
take a hand in an altercation between two 
men it is infinitely more proper for them to 
step in when a railroad and the employés of a 
road are having a dispute. For in the first 
case the two pugilists are the only sufferers. 
They do not disturb seriously the peace and 
comfort of the commuuity. But when, as was 
the case here last month, twenty-three rail- 
roads and their men are at odds. and the lat- 
ter are trying to tie up the former, the com- 
munity does suffer most acutely. It has to 
interfere for its own sake. 

It will be seen that Howard and the rest of 
the agitators do not admit now any more 
than they dia six weeks ago that the great 
public has any right which a railroad boycott 
can interfere with. They ignore public rights 
as Vanderbilt or the Tammany thief Tweed 
did. Railroads are public agencies, They 
have duties to perform for the people, and 
when they are prevented from discharging 
those duties the people are struck at. The 
authorities interfere when one man attacks 
another, but Howard does not want them to 
do so when the public is attacked. He thinks 
no more of the distress and inconvenience to 


which the people were put by him and his as- | 


sociates than he would for the sufferings of 
frogs in a meadow where two wild bulls were 
fighting. 

Howard's position is that it is all wrong for 
the Federal courts or the military to interfere 
with alot of sympathetic strikers while they 
are engaged in smashing up the railroad serv- 
ice and inflicting millions of damage on the 
people for the purpose of raising some car- 
builders’ wages above the market rates. And 
though the people are the chiefest sufferers 
from this form of *‘ organized anarchy,” they 
are told that they have no right to stop it to 
regain the free use of their roads. Neither 
they nor the commission will listen patiently 
to that kind of talk. 


STRIKERS REFUSED WORK. 

It is reported from Omaha that some 
3,000 men who were employed on the Union 
Pacific railroad up to the time of the strike 
now have to seek positions elsewhere. They 
are being discharged for the part they took 
in the strike. Some of the men had been in 
the service of the company for twenty years 
or more, It is said that a * blackbook ”’ is 
kept in which is entered against the name of 
every offender a statement of the reasons 
why his services are being dispensed with, 
these ranging all the way from malicious de- 
struction of property down to the use of 
threatening language towards operators who 
wished to continue in the service of the com- 
pany. The report states that *‘ in most cases 
the men do not blame the company for the 
action taken, stating that they were misled by 
the American Railway Union, and they made 
a mistake in going out at all.’’ 

Yes. It was a-particularly bad mistake in 
their case, for Judge Calawell had interfered 
in their behalf, setting aside the order to cut 
down their wages and giving them pretty 
much the same compensa‘ion they had re- 
ceived before the receivers undertook to re- 
duce the wage scale. The men thus prac- 
tically hud accepted the protection of the 
court, and. were in honor, if not in duty, 
bound to continue at work in the absence of 
any grievance against the company or those 
who were managing its affairs. They ought 
to have rejected with disdain the suggestion 
to *“‘go out’’ on the wild Quixotic strike 
against a corroration against which they had 
no cause for complaint, and which seemed to 
be in pecuniary difficulties. 

So certainly these men have no right to 
grumble at the decision not to take them 
back into the situations they threw up in mis- 
placed sympathy with men whom they could 
not aid by refusing to work. The places they 
vacated have been given to others, most of 
whom are'filling them acceptably, and the 
company has decided to retain them now that 
the others want to go back. ‘These strikers 
now see that they had no lien on the situa- 
tions, other than the moral claim a man may 
have: to consideration by an employer fer 
whom he perforin; satisfactorily the work as- 
signed tohim. They voluntarily relinquished 
that moral claim by walking out, and such of 
them as committed or incited to deeds of 
violence have furnished the strongest reason 
for being allowed to seck work elsewhere un- 
less prevented from doing so fora while by 
punishment for crime. The probability is u 
large percentage of their number will obtain 
railroad employment ultimately on that or 
some other line, and that then they will be 
less ready than a few weeks ago to throw up

gates and boss labor agitators. 
CANADIANS LIKE THE TARIFF. 

The new tariff may not be satisfactory to 
Mr. Cleveland, and the November elections 
will show itis not satisfactory to the Amer- 
ican people. But it pleases Canada, and that 
ought to gratify the Democrats. The Cana- 
dians expect that the removal of the duty on 
dressed lumber will mean in two or three 
years an export trade of at least twenty. mill- 
ions. They believe that the planing of the 
lumber in Canada “ will give empluyment to 
agreat many men, if, as is probable, Cana- 
dian mills under free trade can do the work 
more cheaply than American mills.’ Then 
the men working in the Michigan planing 
mills will have to submit to lower wages or 
go at something else, 

The Canadians expect to be benefited by 
the free listing of wool and also of flax. The 
United States is the only market for the 
Canadian product of the last-named article, 


Although coal was not put on the free list the 
duty was lowered from 75 cents a tonto 40 
cents, ahd it is expected that the exports 
which increased even under thehigher duty 
will be very much increased under the lower 
one, Under the tariff of 1883 ' eggs were 


free and this country took from Canada in. 


1889 $2,100,000 worth. The duty of 5 
cents a dozen brought the imports down to 
$324,000 in 1893, and as the Canadians 
were not able to get an English market for 
thei? eggs a profitable industry has been in- 
terfered with. The duty has been lowered to 
3 cents, but it isa question whether the egg 
trade will be built up again. The duties on 
horses, horned animals, and vegetables, of 
which the Canadian farmers complained so 
much, have been lowered, and the farmers of 
the Dominion are encouraged. The feelings 
of the farmers on this side of the boundary 
line' do not interest the Democrats in the 
least. 

The Canadian; feel that the Democratic 
party has done a good aeal for them and has 
demanded hext to nothing in return. The 
law provides, it is true, that Canadian salt 
shall not be admitted free as long as Amer- 
ican ‘salt is dutia ble there, and that Canadian 
agricultural machinery must pay a duty as 
long as American macbinery is dutiable there. 
With these exceptions the Canadians get 
much without being asked for an equivalent.

FIGHTING HONEST MONEY. 

A. C, Fisk, acting as President of a small 
number ef persons who impudently claim to 
be members of a bimetallic league, has ad- 
dressed a statement to the special committee 
of the United States Senate investigating 
‘“‘ the industrial depression and the remedy.”’ 
Fisk professes a desire to know why the peo- 
ple should be taxed from 50 to 150 million 
dollars a year for thirty yearson bonds, but 
does not tell how the money could have been 
obtained without the issue of bonds, or how 
those bonds could have been retired except by 
a repudiation to be thinly veiled by offering 
to buy them up with fiat paper ‘‘ money.”’ He 
goes further than some of the alleged bi- 
metallists who are striving for silver mon- 
ometallism,as he advocates the ‘* moneti- 
zation ’’ of silver at 154 to 1. By this he 
must mean free coinage at that ratio, though 
he does not say so expressly. He demands 
that all ** money ” shall be issued by the gov- 
ernment direct, and that there shall be “* one 
[debased] currency for the people, bon‘i- 
holder, creditof, debtor, officeholder, im- 
porter, and banker.’’ What kind of “ cur- 
rency ”’ this is to be, if he has his way, may 
be inferred from his statement that ‘* the 
Nicaragua Canal will be constructed and paid 
for by government money, not bonds.”” And 
he avers a belief that “ with an honest issue 
of [this kind of] money the people could 
not be plundered a billion or more dollars 
each year,’’ and that there would be no dcca- 
sion to pay anybody for guarding an * fmag- 
inary gold reserve.”’ 

In the words last quoted Fisk unintention- 
ally states the greater part of his case. There 
would be no gold reserve under the condi- 
tions he proposes, no gold in circulation or to 
serve as the basis of a paper currency. Nor 
would there be any silver in circulation or to 
serve as the basis of a degraded paper cur- 
rency. For he wants “the power to coin 
money and regulate the value thereof to be 
taken from Congress by a constitutional 
amendment,” while demanding that “all 
demonetized money be cailed in and full legal 
tender money issued in lieu thereof.”’ It is 
fair to assume that he means by this to have 


. retired all the silver dollars and all paper 


which has been issued against silver to be re- 
placed by a fiat currency to be “full legal 
tender money.’’ He knows that the money 
he thus refers to is not **demonetized,”’ that 
it is now passing at full face value, not only 
among citizens, but in payment of dues tothe 


government and in the purchase of gold that. 


is wanted forexport. And inasmuch as for 
several weeks past scarcely any gold has been 


paid to the government Fisk must know that _ 


we now have ‘“‘one currency’’ practically in 
use by all the classes of persons~ named by 
him—from bondholder to banker. 

Fisk alleges that the views submitted by 


- him express the sentiments of 165,000 mem- 


bers of the association. Ifin this statement 
he tells the truth then he is speaking for 
165,000 persons every one of whom is a 
knave ora fool, if not both. For his state- 
ment to the committee is a speciously worded 
plea in favor of wholesale repudiation of all 
indebtedneas by individuals as well as corpor- 
ations. He wants to accomplish this by call- 
ing in all the currency now in circulation and 
issuing in its stead a vast mass of pieces of 
paper which would not be even promises to 
payin silver. This stuff might be forced 
upon bondholders and other creditors, but 
bankers would not think it worth their while 
to handie it, importers would not touch it 
with a long pole, and then * the people” for 
whose welfare this fellow Fisk claims to be 
solicitous would have no use forit. They 
would be obliged to buy with real money or 
go without the goods, and the government it- 
self would break down frdm sheer inability to 
get folks to work for that kind of stuff, as was 
the case in Franze about a century ago. 
sonst eS aie eae nee — 
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ALCOHOL IN THE ARTS. 

One of the provisions in the new tariff bill 
reads as follows: 

Any manufacturer, finding it necessary to use 
alcohol in the arts orin any medicinal or other 
like compound, mag use the same under regula 
tions to be prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and on satisfying the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the district wherein he resides 
or carries on business that he has complied with 
such regulations and has used such aleohol there- 
in, and exhibiting and delivering up the stamps 
which show that a tax has been paid thereon, 
shall be entitled to receive from the Treasury of 
the United States a rebate or repayment of the 
tax so paid. 

It is ‘asserted that this will opea the door to 
extensive frauds and will deprive the govern- 
ment of most of its revenue from spirits, and 
the statement is made that the Committee on 
Ways and Means is going to report a bill to 
strike it out, not bemg convinced that the 
Secretary of the Treasury can make regula- 
tions which will protect the government. 

This provision was not in the original 
‘measure, but was an amendment offered by 
Senator Hoar and adopted without objection. 
The purpose was to free those who use alco- 
hol in arts and manufactures from what is, 
under the circumstances, an onerous tax. 
From eight to ten million proof galions of 
alcohol, the tax on which ‘s about as many 
millions of dollars, are used yearly in the 
manufacturing of chemical and pharmaceu- 
tical preparations, flavoring extracts, per- 
fumery, varnishes, etc. Large quantities of 
alcohol are consuined in metal working and 
textile and other industries. Here manufact- 
urers pay nearly $2.40 a gallon for alcohol, 
and in Europe they pay 25 cents. The result 
of that is that the duty on an article like sul- 
phuric ether, large as it seems to be, does not 
quite compensate the American manufacturer 
for the tax on the alcohol used. 

So the higher tax on spirits does not fall ex- 


‘clusively on the whisky drinker, but some of 


it falls on the manufacturer who uses alcohol. 
If he is competing with foreign manufactur- 
ers, and if at the same moment the protection 
he has been getting is cut down while the 
price of one of his raw materials is forced up, 
he is caught between two fires. Manufactur- 
ers have tried for many years to get free alco- 
hol, gnd the unpleasant predicament in which 


they saw the new tariff law was going to put 


.causeless al ways. 


them caused them to redouble their exertions 
for relief. : 

But while there is some justice in the com- 
plaint of these men it has been considered hith- 
erto an impossibility to make any provision 
which would relieve manufacturers without 
leading to the greatest frauds. The question 
has been discussed time and again and no 
workable plan has been devised. The 
Treasury Department officials say now that 
no regulations can be prescribed which will 
prevent fraud. The House has passed a bill 
to repeal this provision, and the Senate should 
act on it at once.

IT Is THE CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION. 

It is to be hoped that the conference to be 
held next month will result in a satisfactory, 
permanent arrangement for the union of all 
or nearly all the Central American States in 
a Federal Republic. Disunited, as they have 
been for so many years, they form five in- 
significant little States. United, and blesred 
with a stable government, which would make 
it possible to develop the great natural re- 
sources of the country, the Central American 
States would forma nation of respectable 
size and importance, and with some ability 
to defend itself against possible foreign 
aggression. 

The following table shows the size and pop- 
ulation of the five Republics:

- Were all these united they would form a 
State about the size of California but with a 
smaller population than that of Illinois. Even 
if Costa Rica should stay out. as present ap- 
pearances indicate, the Central American Un- 
ion would be a great improvement over the 
present condition of affairs. Thesum total of 
Central American exports and imports is 
about $45,000,000 a year. Considering the 
mineral and forest wealth of the country, and 
its rich soil, which produces fine coffee, to’dac- 
co, cotton, cocoa, sugar, and bananas and 
other fruits, the trade of the country should 
be far greater than it is. What is needed 
most is a good government. 

While the commen sense of the Cemtral 
Americans ought to show them the wisdom of 
uniting, common sense is something they 
have always lacked... From 1823, when the 
Spanish government was overthrown, up to 
1839, the States were confederated. Since 
then there have been repeated efforts to re- 
unite them, but they have always been fail- 
ures. One cause has been the jezlousy of 
Guatemala on the part of the other States 
with their smaller populations. They have 
been as afraid of being swallowed up as were 
the smail American States like Rhode Island 
and Delaware. Their fears have not been 
Sometimes ambitious men 
have tried to unite the States for personal ad- 
vantage rather than for the public good. 

The United States has nothing to lose but 
much to gain by: the formatian ofa firm 
Central American Federation. The better 
governed Central America is the Jarger will 
be American trade with it. Nor wil] the status 
of the Nicaragua canal project be altered in 
the least. The rights which have been given 
to Americans by Nicaragua will not be dimin- 
ished, while the cessation of wars and disputes 
between the different republics would enable 
the work of construction to be carried on with 
no interruption. v

WHY THE STREETS ARE NOT CLEANED.

He never came in contact with them and does 
not know who they are in his districts, ‘“ It 
was only when some inspector got too much 
beer in him and thought he knew all about the 
work that he made a report.’’ Mr. Cooper 
expressed himself as confident that scaven- 
gers and inspectors would be promptly dealt 
with if failure to do their duty was reported 
to the Mayor, but claimed that the pay was 
aot sufficient to command thorough clean- 
liness. 

Where are those inspectors who never are 
seen by Mr. Cooper and presumably not by 
any other contractor? Where do they put in 
their time? Dothey turn up promptly on 
pay days and then vanish into thin air for the 
rest of the month? Does the Superintendent 
of the department trouble himself to know if 
they are in the city or in some other place ex- 
cept when drawing their stipends? And if 
not, does he earn hie own salary? Perhaps, 
however, things are not quite so bad all over 
the city asin the district the cleuning of 
which is done by Mr. Cooper. It may be 
that for some reason the imspectors of his dis- 
trict think it would not be safe to report him 
or his employés, and so hjde themselves when 
they see one of his carts’ coming, lest they 
may be thought to pry into affairs whigh do 
not concern them and might prove bad for 
them if they poked their noses in too far. 
Still it is only fairto Mr. Cooper to admit 
that the condition ,of the thoroughfares in 
other districts does not warrant the inferrance 
that they are being attended tw better than 
his either by inspectors or contractors, 

Considerable pains were taken at the meet- 
ing to show that the a)ppropriations are not 
large enotgh. This may be true, but it is not 
well to make such a claim till an earnest ef- 
fort has been made to insure the éarning of 
the money that ié6 appropriated for the 
service. One of the speakers stated that ina 
three weeks’ tour of the al'eys he never had 
met with an inspector, and that he believed 
one ortwomen sent out from. the depart- 
ment could furnish all the inspection needed, 
if the department wished to enforce the con- 
tracts. It would appear from this that the 
contractors do not perform all the work they 
uridertake todo, and that their pay could 
with advantage be increased by most of the 
money now paid to inspectors who do not 
inspect. Suppose the experiment were tried 
on those lines fora while. Why not discharge 
all the inspectors except two or three of the 


best, with the understanding that they too, 


must go after their fellows if they did not at- 
tend to their duty as inspectors; add what is 
thus saved to the pay of the contractors, and 
then make them earn the money or quit?

OOLBY GETS THE PUBLIO PARKS, 


Litigation Over Land at Riverside Settled 
in Favor of the Plaintiff. 

Judge Smith decided yesterday in the case 
of Charles L. Colby against the Village of 
Riverside and William Lange over ninety 
acres on the Desplaines River known as the

The 
water-works property was foreclosed on what 
was known as the Jewett trust @bed given by 
the Chicago Great Western railroad company 
to secure an issue of bonds for the construc- 
tion of the water-works. The forecicsure was 
ordered July 16, 1888, and Charles L. Bill. 
ings, having bought the property, conveyed it 
to Colby April 9, 1892. Colby filed his orig. 
inal petition for possession of the lands (ct. 
28, 1893, under the burnt record act. An 
attempt at compromise was made, Colby 
agreeing to quit claim the water-works prop- 
erty if the village would give him the park. A 
change in the village board defeated this at 
that time, but lately the attorney for the vil- 
lage consented to this proposition and the set- 
tlement by the court was materially aided.

Oup Susscrerzr, Chicago: Ad valorem 
duty is a fixed percentage of the value of the 
goods on which it is placed. As the goods rise 
or fall in value the amount of the duty also 
finctuates, Specific duty is the sum of money 
charged on each pound or yard of dutiable ma- 
terial entering the country. It is wholly inde- 
pendent of changes in value. 


J. A. N., Chicago: Under the old tariff 
schedule the duty on velvets of the finest grade 
was $3.50 a pound and 15 per cent ad valorem; 
that on cheap grades was $1.50 a pound and 15 
per cent ad valorem. The new schedule reduces 
the duty on fine grades to $1.50 a pound; on all 
plushes to $1 a pound, with the stipulation that 
in no case shall the duty be less than 50 per cent 
ad valorem.

J. H. F., Chicago: There exists no law of 
hereditary succession in China, but it is left to 
each sovereign to appoint his successor from 
among the members of his family of a younger 
generation than his own.

Oxy Susscrrper, Griggsville, Ill.: The ulti- 
mate length of the Drainage Canal is undeter- 
mined. At present it is projected to extend from 
the intersection of the west fork of the South 
Branch of the Chicago River at Robey street to 
a point one-third of a mile north of Lockport, 4 
distance of twenty-eight miles. Its bed will be 
24.448 feet below datum at Robey street and 
20.448 feet below datum at Lockport. As to its 
width it will be of three sizes. The southern 
half. between Willow Springs and Lockport, 
which is mostly or altogether through rock, will 


pendicular sides. The portion between Willow 
Springs and Summit, through loose rock and dirt, 
will be 202 feet wide at the bottom, 306 feet at 
the water-level, and wider still at the top of the 
bank. The portion between Summit and Robey 
street, through muck and - dirt, will be 110 feet. 
wide at the bottom, 214 feet wide at the water- 
level, and wider still at the top of the bank. As 
the country is uneven the excavation must be to 
different depths at.different points to-reach the 
required level, and at some points in the rocky 
portion the canal is forty feet deep. As the usual 
level of the lake is two feet above datum 
the depth of the water in_ the canal will 
usually be twenty-six feet. This will float im- 
mense ships, but there are ships which draw 
more water. The canal will be of little use to 
gavigation, however, until it is continued to Jol- 
jet. and until the United States Government im- 
proves the Lower Desplaines and the Illinois Riv- ; 
ers. Even then it will be impossible for some 
ships which pass through the canal to reach the 
Mississippi, or at least points on the Mississippi 
River, until it is deepened at a fabulous expendi- 
ture of money, Only 15 or 20 per cent of the 
work on the drainage canal has been done.

Chairman Midgley’s efforts to bring about 
a settlement of the freight rate war between 
lake transportation lines appear to have been 
successful. The Commissioner of the Asso- 
ciation of Lake Line Managers at Buffalo 
wired Mr, Midgley yesterday that his message 
was received and that at the meeting of rep- 
resentatives of lake lines held yesterday the 
following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That effective Aug. 17 east-bound 
lake and rail tariffs from Lake «Michigan an 
Lake Superior of Apri 2, 1894, be restored an 
maintained, and the tariffs from Minne- 
apolis issued by initial rail lines be maintained 
on the basis of 22% cents per 100 pounds from 
Minneapolis to New York. 

All the Western roads have been informed 
by the managers of the lake lines of the at- 
tion taken yesterday. If this is meant to in- 
clude export traffic—ag it is presumed to do— 
the disturbances that have lately prevailed 
among the lake lines would seem to have 
been adjusted. The various initial roads from 
Minneapolis and St. Paul are understood to 
be in full accord with the above action. They 
were in session in St. Paul yesterday and also 
the day previous and are unitedly striving to 
avoid further demoralization in lake and rail 
rates, either on export or initial shipments. 


PLEASED WITH WALKER’S SELECTION. 


He Has Accepted the Position and Will at 
Once Keturn to This Country. 


General satisfaction is expressed by rail- 
road officials here over the appointment of 
Col. Aldace F, Walker as one of the receivers 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé rail-.

CONSIDERING CHARGES OF REBATES. 


Inter-State Commerce Commission Investi- 
gating the Matter and Will Push it 


Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 17.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has had under 
consideration for some time the charges of 
remission of millions of dollars of rebate to 
the shippers on the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railroad in violation of the inter- 
State commerce law. The charges were the 
subject of a thorough investigation by J. T, 
Marchand, a clerk of the co!nmission, who 
was detailed by the Commissioners to make 
an examination in New York. The inquiry 
has been completed and Mr. Marchand has 
returned to Washington and submitted his re- 

ft to the Commissioners, and matter 

as since been frequently discussed at the 
com mission’s sessions. 

Col. William R. Morrison, the Chairman of 
the commission, said today that the report 
embodied practically only the facts bro ht 
out in the statement of Expert Little. ‘ 
offense,’ he said, “is a common one, and 
there are several other roads against which 
similar charges are now pending. It isa 
difficult matter to prove the guilt, as both the 
road and the shipper are involved in the 

uilty transactions, and each naturally is not 
Tepesad to make any revelations. Both the 
railroad officials and the shippers are ab- 
solved by a recent decision of Judge Gross- 
cup in Chicago froin giving testimony in- 
criminating themselves. We cannot take any 
action except for our own purposes save to 
forward to the United: States District-Attor- 
ney any new facts that may be brought to 
light by the commission. The prosecution 
must be carried forward in these cases by the 
courts as in the other criminal offenses.’’ 

The matter is still under consideration by 
the commission, which is also conducting 
correspondence with a view to obtaining 
facts concerning alleged similar violations by 
other roads.

The southern terminus of the canal, as 
now projected, is a point 1,700 feet north of 
the wagon road running west from Lockport. 
At this pvint the matter of levels becomes in- 
tensely interesting. The bed of the canal, if 
extended to the lake, will be twenty-four feet 
below datum, and at the Robey street ter- 
minus it is 24.448 feet. At the southern ter- 
minus it will be thirty feet below datum, giv- 
ing it a fall of six feet in thirty-one miles. 
But at the Lockport terminus the ground it- 
self is fifteen feet below datum. Hence if the 
channel is to be thirty feet deep there, fifteen 
feet only of it must be dug, and the other fif- 
teen feet must be built. 

The truth is, though, the banks of the canal 
at this terminus must be much kigher than 
thirty feet. The engineers say if the water is 

roperly controlled there it will be of a uni- 
form depth along the entire canal notwith- 
standing the fall of six feet. This depth will 
usually be twenty-six feet, as the bed of the 
canal at the north end is twenty-four feet be- 
low datum and the lake is usually two feet 
above datum. But if the south end of the 
canal be closed, as it will nave to be at times, 
then the water there will rise to a depth of 
thirty feet. The banks, therefore, shouid be 
at least thirty-five feet high. Consequently, 
as the excavation down to grade is only fif- 
teen feet, there must be banks built twenty 
feet above the ground. Moreover, they must 
extend northward until the ground is high 
enough to dispense with them. This 
is exactly what is now being done on Section 
14, near Lockport. A great channel, 160 
feet wide, has been sunk in the rock and 
along its margin an immense levee a mile in 
le been erected.

POLICYHOLDERS EXPRESS ALARM. 


Sale of Washington Beneficial Endowment 
Society’s Property Looks Queer, They Say. 

New York, Aug. 17.—[Special. |—The Com- 
mercial Alliance, a life company-of this city, 
has bought all of the real estate owned by the 
Washington Beneficial Endowment Society, a 
life concern of Washington, and the purchase 
has created a stir among the latter com- 
pany’s policyholders. The sale of the 
property was made before the 
policyholders anew anything about 
it, and as the company is said to be behind in 
its death payments the policyholders think 
it is the first step towards the dissolution of 
the endowment society. The Commercial 
Alliauce people say their buying of the prop- 
erty will not interfere with the management 
of the endowment company asall of the 
policyholders are free either to continue 
their insurance with the endowment society 
or any other company they may choose.

SAVORY DISHES SUITED TO THE 
PASSING PIONIO PERIOD. 


Hints for the Woman Who 
Would Entertain Her Friends in the 
Fields=Some Appetizing Substitutes for 
the Omnipresent Sandwich=How to 
Make a Dessert That Will Make a Hap- 
py Ending to the Day. Whatever Its 
Incidents May Have Been. 


The picnic days are passing, but it is still 
early enough to plan many a little excursion 
and to fill many a hamper. The picnic 
hamper is frequently productive of much un- 
happiness. Usually something has been for- 
gotten. It may be napkins or it may be salt, 
but it is sure to be something upon which the 
feast depends. The feast itself is often 
chosen in a way which suggests that the giver 
has designs against her guests, There are too 
many sweetmeats and not enough solids. 
Things are piled together indiscriminately. 
All dishes, glass, and cutlery should be 
packed in one hamper, eatables in another, 
und beverages in a third. 

Plenty of fruit and various kinds of salads 
should be taken, and mayonnaise ready mixed 
in a bottle. A large jam-pot full of butter 
made up into little pats should not be forgot- 
ten, also some parsley for garnishing. 
Small rolls are preferable to household 
bread for picnic luncheon, but a loaf should, 
of course, be taken for cutting the bread and 
butter for tea, says a writer in the New York 


World. 

Some meat dishes which are useful for pic- 
nic dinners fre rolled beef, grillade of cold 
fowls,-and veal mold. Rolled beef is prepared 


as follows: 

Take a Quarter af a pound of veal, free from 
skin and fat, whi¢h has been gooked slowly 
in an ounce of butter for fifteen minutes; cut 
into dice and pass through a mincing ma- 
chine; add to it two ounces of bread crumbs* 
which have been soaked in a small quantity 
of boiling milk, two ounces of grated ham or 
tongue, a tablespoonful of finely-minced 
parsley, a very little thyme, the grated 
rind of half a lemon, a dust of powdered mace, 
some nutmeg, and salt and cayenne.. Pound 
the ingredients well together in a mortar and 
moisten them with a beaten egg. Spread out 
about two pounds of rump steak, not cut too 
thick, beat it flat witha rolling-pin, and put 
a layer of forcemeat all over it; roll up the 
meat, tie it in a clean cloth, fasten the ends 
very securely with string, snd simmerit gently 
in some weak stock which is nicely flavored 
with vegetables for two hours. When cooked 
put itaside until nearly cold, tighten the 
cloth, which will have become loose, and 
press the meat between two flat dishes witha 
heavy weight on the top uptil it is perfectly 
cold. Remove the cloth ari glaze the roll all 
over with stiff aspic jelly, gatnishing on the top 
with leaves cut out of the j@ly. If fora large 
party it will be best to hdve two pieces of 
rolled beef. : 

Veal mold—Butter a flain mold, deco- 
rate it with slices of hard tbhiled egg, and put 
in a layer of very thin slices: of cold roast 
veal and cooked ham, free ‘from fat; scatter 
them with some finely chopped parsley, # very 
little grated lemon peel and pepper and salt; 
then continue to put more Meat and season- 
ing alternately until the miold is full; pour 
in some highly seasoned stock (that in which 
the veal cutlets were stewed would do very 
well) which has been freed,from any sus- 
oe pw of grease and in which a little gelatine 
hag been melted, cover the mold with an old 
plate, and put into a moderately hot oven for 
Do not turn out until it is required. 

Grillade of Cold Fowls—Cut up into very 
neat pieces two cold roast fowls, lay them in 
a large pie dish, sprinkle over thema little 
salt and cayenne. and the juice of a large 
lemon, turn the meat occasionally, and at the 
end of an hour remove the pieces from the 
dish and wipe them dry; dip into beaten egg 
and rollthem in fine bread crumbs, which 
have been seasoned with pepper and salt and 
mixed with a little grated ham; after waiting 
ten minutes repeat the egging and crumbing 
and then let five minutes eiapse before frying. 
Care should be taken that the portions of 
fowl are a pele golden brown all over; to in- 
sure this plenty of fat must be used and it 
should be boiling hot when the meat is put in. 
The dishshould beseryed withcold green 
peas, dressed with , mayonnaise, piled up in 
the middle, 

While not altagether suited toa picnic it- 
self the foliowing recipe for peach chartreuse 
will be found a pleasant solution of the im- 
portant problem ofidessert. As an ending to 
the dinner that follows a day in the open air 
its worth is truly above that of many rubies. 
It requires a box and a quarter of gelatine, 
half a gill of maraschino, one pint of sugar, 
one quart of cream, one quart of ripe peaches, 
a lemon, one pint of boiling water, and three 
gills of cold water. 

Soak three gills of the gelatine for two 
hours in a bow]. containing two gills of cold 
water and soak the remaining gelatine in the 
third gill of water. At the end of the two 
hours pour the boiling water upon the larger 
quantity of gelatine, and when the latter has 
dissolved add half a pint of sugar, the 
maraschino, and the juice of the lemon. Stir 
until the sugar dissolves and strain through a 
napkin. Pour into a two-quart chariotte 
mold enough of the liquid-to cover the bot- 
tom to the depthy of half an inch, and after 
placing the bowlina pan surround it with 
ice. Let the remainder of the jelly stand 
where it will keep cool without congealing. 

Pare the peaches, and cut some of the ripest 
in thin round slices, enough to make a circle 
on the bottom of the mold. Cut the remain- 
der of the fruit |in srnall pieces and mash it 
with the half pint of sugar. Let the mixture 
stand for at least half an hour-——better longer. 

When the layer of jelly has hardened in the 

mold arrange the slices of peach upon it and 
moisten them with three tablespoonfuls of the 
liquid jelly. Let this harden—it, will require 
if the moidiis ina cold 
place—then completely cover the peaches with 
the liquid jelly and let the dish stand until the 
layer gets hard. Set a quart mold in the 
center of the larger mold and fill it with ice 
and water. Into the space between the two 
moldt pour the remainder of the lituid/jelly, 
and carefully put away the molds, in order 
that the jelly may harden. If they be put in 
a cool place and the outer mold be surrounded 
with ice and water, the jelly will harden in 
two hours, but if possible let it stand for three 
or four hours. 
_Next whip the (cream. A quart will yield 
three quarts of whipped cream left for use 
with coffee or chocolate. Place the whipped 
cream where it\will keep cool, and as soon as 
the jelly in the mold is hard put the peaches 
and sugar on the fire. Heat slowly, and 
when the mixture gets boiling hot add the 
eoaked gelatine. Take from the fire imme- 
diately and stir until the gelatine is dis- 
solved, 

Now remove the ice and nearly all the water 
from the small mold and pour in enough 
warm water to make the entire quantity 
blood warm and to raise the level almost to 
the top of the mold. Assoon as the jelly be- 
gins to melt from the heat of the water gent- 
ly caise the mold, 

Set the basin containing the peach and gel- 
atine into a pan of ice-water, and as soon es 
the mixture gets cool add a quart of whipped 
cream. Stir gently until the liquid becomes 
so thick that it will scarcely flow freely from 
the spoon when it is raised, then turn it into 
the space left by the removal of the small 
mold from the jelly. Set away for half an 
hour and it will then be ready toserve. At 
serving time put the moid in a pan of blood- 
warm water for about twenty secords. Then 
wipe it. Place a flat dish upside down over 
the opening of the mold and turn the dish and 
mold simultaneously. Hold them still for a 
moment and then raise the.mold slowly, leav- 
ing the chartreuse on the dish. Heap the 


whipped cream around it,

THIS MODEL WASN’T TIRED. 


She Had an Extremely Trying Pose, but It 
Didn’t Matter at All, 

Good artists’ models are unusually plenti- 
ful this summer, and the studios of the. bet- 
ter-known painters are flooded with appli- 
cants who want to pose. A majority of these 
are not professional models but theatrical 
people, who, being stranded in the city for 
the season, which is an unprecedented one in 
theatrical annals for dullness, and being short 
of money, are very glad. to pick up 
a few dollars in the studio. Artists 
are always giad to get this kind of models, 
for the stage people not only pose well and 
with great patience, but there is found among 


them, as painters say, a greater variety of | 


peculiar types of faces and figures than in any 
other profession. In the matter of peculiar 
and unusual muscular development especial- 
ly, the ** Lnockabout’’ actors and variety per- 
formers are yaluabie. The women, however, 
have not the courage of their convictions, as 
have the professional models, and decline in 
all cases to pose for the “altogether,” says 
the New York Sun.

HOW MILK MAY BE STERILIZED. 


A Simple Formula That Can Be Followed 
by Any Housekeeper. 

The conviction that milk should be steril- 
ized, or Pasteurized, as is conceded to be the 
better method, is forcing itself upon more and 
more mothers and housekeepers every day. 
It is, however, one of those departures from 
conventional methods to which the great ma- 
jority must be educated little by little, 
Many women laughed at _ the notion 
of boilimg drinking water who now 
would not think of using any other 
sort. Mostof these were converted | during 
the cholera scare. If now in like manner the 
laggards in the sterilizing movement could 
appreciate the dangers to be escaped by con- 
version to it another big step forward in do- 
mestic sanitation will have been gained. Di- 
rections have been given on one or two occa- 
sions in these columns just how to rid milk 
of dangerous germs, but the story needs tell- 
ing and retelling. 

Dr. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, gives a simpie formula that any 
woman can follow: 

Take a tin pail and have made for ita false 
bottom perforated with holes and having legs 
half an inch high to allow circulation of the wa- 
ter. The bottle of milk to be treated is set on 
this false bottom and the pail is filled with water 
until it reaches the level of the surface of the 
milk in the bottle. A hole may be punched in 
the cover of the bottle, in which a cork is insert- 
ed, and the thermometer is put through the cork 
so that the buib dips into the milk, and the tem- 
perature can thus be watched without removing 
the cover. This wateristhen heated until the 
milk reaches a cenperarare of 155° Fahrenheit, 
when it isremoved from the heat and allowed to 
ooet Srnenents. A temperature of 150° main- 
tain for half an hour is sufficient to destroy 
any germs likely to be present in the milk, and it 
is found in practice that raising the temperature 
to 155° and then allowing it to stand in the 
heated water until cool insures the proper tem- 
perature for the required time. 

The Pasteur method is practically the same 
—the temperature is raised to 160°, kept 
there about ten minutes, and the cooling 
process is as rapid as possible, rather than 
gradual.

Miss Greenstein, furthermore, is 
healthy, happy, and contented, good-natured, 
cheerful, and bright, and she hasn’t a ghost 
of an idea but that life is worth living, even 
on $7 a week. 


Preserves That Will Keep,

A chemist of this city, who has been making a 
meee study of the life and growth of ferment 
plants, says the remedy for this is double boil- 
ing. This must be done with a certain reason 
and system. If proper precautions are not ob- 
served, he says. you might keep right on boil- 
ing the things, time and again, all the year 
round. and still they would spoil. Boiling will 
kill all the ferment plants are developed 
from the spores, but it will not kill the s .

eight to twelve hours to deveiop. If they are 
left longer than this time the spores will have 

ome new plants and in turn have deposi 

new apeces o get rid of plants and spores, 
therefore, the preserves should have first a good 
boiling and be set away in sealed vessels, and 
then about eight hours later be brought again 
just toa boiling heat. Treated in this way, the 
chemist says, no further trouble can occur unless 
new ferments get in from outside sources.

HOW DANISH ROYALTY OELEBRATED 
A SILVER WEDDING._ 


The Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the Wed- 
ding of the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Denmark Observed by Their People 
=What They Did to Celebrate—Some of 
the Gifts Sent by Other Rulers to the 
Happy Pair=—Something About Their 
Sons and Daughters. 


People who are !ooking forward to their 
silver wedding as well as the contented folk 
who are happily past theirs will be glad to 
know how royalty celebrates the anniversary 
when it gets a chance. 

The Crown Prince and Princess of Den- 
mark offer the latest example of that sort of 
thing. In general outline their festivities do 
not’seem to differ essentially from those con- 
ducted by other people on such occasions 
save for the fact that they were carried out on 
amore stupendous scale. When the royal 
guests, including King Oscar of Sweden, the 
Czarewitz, and Prince Henry of Prussia, ar- 
rived at Copenhagen the town was elaborate- 
ly decorated. Inthe morning at 8 o’clock 
the church bells were rung, military bands 
played in the streets, and large crowds went 
to the royal palace, Amalienborg, where a 
number of singing clubs offered the royal 
couple a musical greeting. When the Crown 
Prince and Princess and all their children 
made their appearance on a balcony they 
were received with enthusiastic cheers. 

The members of the Danish Parliament. 
waited upon the Crown Prince and Princess 
in the afternoon, and in the evening a grand 
banquet took place at the Palace of Amalien-

borg. King Christian, in proposing the toast 
of the Crown Prince and Princess, said it af- 
forded him great joy to see the love of the 
Danish people for their future King, and 
thanked the Princess for her love for the chil- 
dren of his son. Prince: Frederick, in re- 
sponding, thanked the King for his congratu- 
lations and good wishes, and drank to the 
health of his parents. 

His Majesty then expressed his thanks to 
the illustrious personages who had visited his 
house on the occasion of the silver wedding, 
and proposed their health. Inthe evening the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess, with the 
rest of the royal family, were present ata 
state dinner party given by the King and the 
Queen. 

At half-past 8 the guests and their hosts, 
escorted by a body of hussars, drove through 
the town to see the illuminations and witness 
the numerous displays of fireworks in the 
harbor, in which the foreign warships took 
pari. They were enthusiastically cheered at 
all points of the route. 

The royal couple received many valuable 
presents, among them the jointsilver wedding 

ift of the King and Queen of Greece and the 
2rince and Princess of Wales, coaosisting of 
a magnificent basket in open silver work, 
bearing the names of the princely pair, as 
well as those of the donors; four mag- 
nificent bay Hanoverian horses from 
the Duke of Cumberland; a table service 
decorated with Danish flowers from King 
Christian and Queen Louise; two silver wine 
coolers, presented to the Crown Prince and 
Princess by their children; a porcelain vase 
in the rococo style from the Princess Fred- 
erick of Schleswig-Holstein, widow of Duke 
Alexander of Anhalt-Bernburg; a silver cof- 
fee service from the Landgravine of Hesse 
and Princess Marie of Anhait-Dessau; a gold 
bracelet and a gold cigar case, both set with 
diamonds, from the Prince of Wied; and two 
large vases of Sévres porcelain from the 
French Government. 

The gifts also included a money present of 
over 100,000 kroner, subscribed by more 
than 21,000 persons. This sum will be dis- 
tributed at the wish of the Crown Prince and 
Princess among women in ill-health, or in 
needy circumstances, in all classes of society. 

Prince Frederick of Denmark was born 
June 3. 1843, He has the reputation of 


CROWN PRINCESS LOUISE OF DENMARK, 


being a keen soldier, and is exceedingly popu- 
lar with his father’s subjects. He is Inspector- 
General of the Danish army, and holds the 
rank of General in Sweden and Norway, 
being also Honorary Colonel of the Sourny 
Regiment of Russian Dragoons. He married 
in 1869 Princess Louise cf Sweden, the only 
daughter of Charles XV., brother of the pres- 
ent King. Oscar II., and his consort, Princess 
Louise of the Netherlands, who died over 
twenty years ago and left an immense fort- 
une. The Crown Prince makes his appear- 
ance in public very often, and may oe fre- 
quently met with walking with his children 
in the streets of Copenhagen. The Crown 
Princess is eight years younger than her con- 
sort, and is also very popular. The Prince 
and Princess have four sons and four daugh- 
ters, the youngest, Princess Dagmar, being 4 
years old. Prince Christian, the eldest son, 
now in his 25th year, is a Lieutenant in the 
Royal Guards, and his younger brother, 
Charles, cadet in the navy, while Prince Har. 
ald and Prince Gustav have not completed 
yet their education.

SOME FAOTS ABOUT SODA WATER. 


No Soda Is Used in lis Manufacture Ac- 
cording to Present Methods. 

New York Sun: Many years ago a French- 
man conceived the idea of manufacturing a 
carbonated water by mixing a solution of tar- 
taric acid with carbonate of soda. The pro- 
portions used were thirty-five grains of acid 
and forty grains of soda dissolved in a wine 
glass of water. This was the original soda 


= k i general way that 

The public knows in & 
marble aust is sometimes used in making 
soda water, and the question is sometimes 
asked: ‘*Isn’t marble dust injurious to the 
system?” As a matter of fact there is no 
marble dust, or, to use the technical — 
carbonate of lime, in soda wafer. The pa 
played by marble dust in the Pp 
of manufacturing soda water is simp! oe 
supply the carbonic acid gas with whic 
the water 1s charged. The same gas gener- 
ated in a different manner gives froth to beer, 
lightens bread, and makes the bubbles in 
buckwheat cakes. This gas can be obtained 
from carbonate of soda, carbonate of mag- 
nesia, carbonate of lime, or from any other 
carbonate by treating it with an acid. Sul- 
phuric acid is generally used. The powdered 
carbonate of lime, or marble dust, a6 it is 
popularly called, was, until quite recently, 
used almost exclusively for this purpose be- 
cause itis very cheap. 

To nndaunbau how the two chemicals, sul- 
phuric acid and carbonate of lime, act when 
brought together, the reader may call to 
mind the mixing of a seidlitz powder. 
tartaric acid in the white paper, when in solu- 
tion, unites with the carbonate of soda in the 
blue paper. Effervescence at once ‘takes 
place, carbonic acid gas being liberated and 
tartrate of soda bemg formed. Although 
nature furnishes an unlimited quantity of 
carbonates, almost any other acid, strange to 
say, will drive out the carbonic acid and usurp 
its place. Thisisseen in the mixing of a 
seidlitz powder. 

Now, this is exactly what takes place in the 
manufacture of soda water, except that the 
gas, instead of being permitted to escape, is 
confined in the generator. The generator is 
simply an apparatus in which the acid and 
the carbonate can be mixed conveniently. 
From the generator the gas is conveyed to 
oneof the portable steel fountains, the ap- 
pearance of which is familiar to the public. 
The fountain is about three-quarters full of 
water. Aftera quantity of gas has entered 
the fountain it is well agitated. It is usual 
now to place it on a cradle or rocker and 
eithér by hand or steam power to rock i: for 
some time, generally about half an hour, 
in order to mix thoroughly the gas 
with the water. When this is done 
the fountain is again connected with the gen- 
erator, more acid is allowed to reach the car- 
bonate, more gas is formed, and the same 
process is continued until the pressure on the 
fountain shows 150 pounds to the square 
inch. The fountain is then set aside and 
another is but on in its place, and the ‘process 
goes on until the supply of gas in the carbon- 
ate has all been extracted. The refuse is 
thrown away and a fresh supply of carbonate 
is placed in the generator. The refuse is sul- 
phate of lime. Thesulphuric acid has united 
with the lime and the earbonic acid gas has 
been liberated. | 

As has been said, marble dust has been used 
in preference to any other carbonate in the 
manufacture of soda water because it is. the 
cheapest. Quite recently at least one firm in 
New York substituted carbonate of magnesia. 
This is a little more expensive. On the other 
hand, the decarbonized magnesia, instead of 
being thrown away like the sulphate of lime, 
can be utilized. Itis pumped or drawn up 
to a higher apartment, where it isstrained and 
filtered to exclude all impurities, tested. 
It is then placed in large evaporating pans and 
allowed to crystallize. The product is sulph- 
0 of magnesia, better known as Epsom 
salts. 

The soda water business is exceedingly lucra- 
tive. The cost of manufacture is from one to 
two cents per gallon and the product is sold 
for 10 cents. Sirups cost from 20 to 30 
cents a gallon and are sold for from 45 to 
75 cents. There are generally about sixty- 
four glasses to the gallon, and soda water is 
sold for five and ten cents a glass. Other arti- 
ficial mineral waters are sold for about 35 
cents per gallon. 


M. AND MME. OASIMIR-PERIER.

London World: Mme. Casimir-Perier mar- 
ried her cousin and is herself a Perier. She 
is tall and fair, with a commanding figure, 
and dresses in admirable taste, with a nuance 
of royal magnificence.

But 
she is still young enough to lead, fashion, 
and will draw all the noblesse of the 
rallies, and particularly the ralliées, to her re- 
ceptions. Sne has twochildren—a boy who is 
at the Lycée Janson de Sailly, in Paris, and a 
girl of l4 ata convent school, who will be 
one of the best partis in France within a few 
years, for the Casimir-Periers are worth at 
least £2,000,000. In spite of their plebeian 
name they belong to the very best aristocratic 
set and are by no means nouveaux riches. 

The new President is the sun and grandson 
of a Prime Minister. It was his father who, 
in 1874,as Prime Minister under Theirs, 
passed the Republican Constitution, of which 
his grandson is the guardian, through the 
Chamber. What will the present Perier do? 
Go higher? Is there the stuff fora dynasty in 
him and his family traditions? It would be 
hazardous to guess. But to look at M. Casi- 
mir-Perier’s strong jaw, protuberant eyes, 
and bull neck, one could easily conceive him 
taking the reins of power into his 
hands. His grandfather was a man of most 
dictatorial character, and, like William II. of 
Germany, the President seems to possess a 
strong dose of atavism. There is certainly 
nothing kingly in his appearance, but he is 
one of the few well-dressed statesmen in 
France, and was knownin the Chamber as 
the Immacuiate Parting—“ la Raie Immacu- 
lee’’—on account of the unvarying accuracy 
with which his hair is parted in the center. 
Then he has two first-class French qualities— 
he isan excellent swordsman, a member of 
the Academy of Arms of Paris, and, notwith- 
ae his vast wealth, is exceedingly eco- 
nomical.
